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School Committee Bans 

Games of Chance At 

Legion Field Day 

Also Objects To Lottery At Proposed July 4th Field Day At 
High School Athletic Grounds 


The meeting of the Newton School 
Committee on Monday night was fea- 
tured by the refusal to grant the use 
of Claflln Field, the athletic field at 
the Newton High School, to Newton 
Post, American Legion on July 4th 
next If games of chance were con- 
ducted at a field day to be held on 
that date. N. Irving Paterson, chair- 
man of the Field Day Committee was 
present and explained to members of 
the School Committee details of the 
proposed “field day" next July 4th. 
Sixteen booths would be operated by 
various veteran organizations, auxili- 
aries and junior organizations. Full 
particulars of the activities of each 
booth were not given. Mr. Paterson, 
however, did inform the School Com- 
mittee that it is planned to conduct 
a “Beano” game at the Field Day. and 
also a “Mouse” game, in the latter 
game there is a board in which aro 
many holes, each numbered. Dis- 
played to view aro prizes bearing 
numbers corresponding to the holes. 
A live, white mouse is liberated and 
permitted to scamper over the board 
to enter whichever hole it chooses. 
Tickets have been sold, and the per- 
son holding the ticket bearing the 
same number us the hole which the 
mouse enters, draws a prize. 

Professor Kirtley Mather, as chair- 
man of the School Committee, told 
Mr. Paterson that while he favors 
entertainment for children on July 
4th, he would oppose the use of any 
school ground for games of chance or 
lotteries. The other members of the 
committee unanimously concurred 
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with Mr. Mather. Mr. Mather and 
his colleagues on the committee also 
told Mr. Paterson that they would not 
countenance the sale of tickets at the 
field day for the raffling of a Ford 
sedan, an electric refrigerator and a 
radio, as has been planned. Pater- 
son told the committee that the tick- 
ets for these raffle prizes would he 
designated as donations and that the 
Chief of Police had stated that by do- 
ing this, the conduct of the lottery 
would be legal. Mr. Mather said that 
this method is a plain circumvention 
of the law. He asked Paterson if 
he does not think that the American 
Legion should abide by the laws of 
this State? Mather commented that 
it is not n good plan for the Ameri- 
can Legion to break the laws or cir- 
cumvent them in a way that would be 
transparent to any intelligent person. 
It would not be conducive to respect 
for the laws of the land to turn over 
the property of the city for a use that 
is obviously in violation of the law 
Mr. Mather said that it is the duty of 
the School Committee to look after 
the morals of the children, and that 
to permit lotteries or games of chance 
would demoralize the youth of the 
land. 

Mr. Paterson said that most of the 
games proposed at the field day in- 
volve skill and the “mouse game” was 
largely fun. He stated that Newton 
Post, A. L. depleted its welfare fund 
by contributing to the relief of in- 
dividuals and various philanthropies, 
including flood relief. Mr. Paterson 
said the Chief of Police has given his 
approval to the field day and its 
planned activities. Chief Randlett of 
the Fire Department has put his O. K 
on the fireworks exhibition to be given 
at night, and Supt. of Playgrounds 
Hermann had stated that only minor 
damage will be done to Claflin Field. 
He said that no outside promoters will 
be allowed at the field day, all activi 
ties will be conducted by local people 
and the money contributed by those at- 
tending will remain In this city. 

The School Committee called atten- 
tion to the fact that Supt. Hermann 
of the Playgrounds has sent them 0 
communication stating that no gam 
bling or games of chance will be per- 
mitted on Newton playgrounds. The 
committee laid the application of the 
Legion Post on the table and it was 
stated that the use of Claflin Field 
will be granted if the features in con- 
nection with the proposed field day are 
eliminated. 


New Job In Newton 

Health Department 

A new position has been created in 
the Newton Health Department — that 
of “laboratory technician.” For the 
past few years the laboratory work of 
the department has been done by 
Keble Perine who is also the agent 
of the Board of Health. Up to the past 
few years the work was performed 
by Dr. Arthur Hudson of Newton. 
Last July, following the tie-up be- 
tween the Newton Health Department 
and the Harvard School of Public 
Health, a young woman laboratory 
technician has been assisting in this 
work at City Hall and her salary was 
paid by funds provided through the 
medium of Harvard. In this year’s 
budget the sum of $1200 was provided 
for the assuming by the city of this 
salary. 

The Newton Health Department has 
applied to the State Civil Service Com- 
mission for names of persons who are 
certified to be appointed to the posi- 
tion. If no names are received, it is 
probable that Miss Grace Farrell, who 
resides in Milton, and who is now 
serving as laboratory technician for 
the Newton Health Department, will 
continue in this work. She is a grad- 
uate of Mass. Inst, of Technology.

Police To Discard 
Sam Browne Belts

snappy appearance, and that the belts 
were needed to support the heavier, 
modern revolvers with which the New- 
ton department was equipped a cou- 
ple of years ago. The leather harness 
vhicli composes a Sam Browne licit has 
not been popular with a large per- 
centage of Newton policemen, espe- 
cially the older men whose waist lines 
project out to a considerable degree. 
The shoulder straps have been uncom- 
fortable, particularly in warm weather. 
It is also argued that wearing the re- 
volvers outside their coats places po- 
licemen in jeopardy because a person 
being arrested can grab the weapon. 
It is also contended that a person 
being arrested can get a grip on the 
shoulder strap of a Sam Browne belt, 
to tiio decided disadvantage of the 
policeman making the arrest.

On motion of Mr. Mather the use 
of the gymnasium at the Warren 
School in West Newton one after- 
noon each week by the Church School 
Club of the West Newton Unitarian 
Church for basketball practice was 
refused. The committee believed that 
to grant such use might interfere with 
school activities.

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THE LANDON TIDE 

The candidacy of Governor Alfred M. Landon of Kansas for 
the Republican nomination for the Presidency took a decided 
boost on Tuesday when Republican voters of Massachusetts 
overwhelmingly expressed their preference for him. However, 
the fact should not be overlooked that outside of one personal 
appearance each here by Colonel Frank L. Knox and Senator 
Dickinson, no effort was made to advance the cause of any 
candidate, except that of Mr. Landon. For some weeks sup- 
porters of the Kansan, who is frequently characterized as the 
“Calvin Coolidge of the Middle West” have been forming local 
clubs and talking his qualifications. Interest in his candidacy 
was further advanced the day before election by the statement 
of ex-Governor Alvan T. Fuller supporting him. Although the 
percentage of the voters who went to the polls on Tuesday is 
small more than eighty per cent of those voting prefer Landon. 
It should also be remembered that those who thus expressed 
their preference are those voters who are awake to the civic im- 
portance of voting and who desire to take part in the improve- 
ment of government as they see it. The results in Massachu- 
setts will be regarded as the criterion of the political situation 
in the East and as the forerunner of further important de- 
velopments in the political campaign now under way. 



Rotary Club 

The Newton Rotary Club enjoyed 
one of its most interesting meetings 
of the year last Monday when Profes- 
sor C. M. McConnell interspersed hu- 
mor with economics in such a way 
that the group never realized that 
they had been iistening to a really se- 
rious subject for a good half hour. 
Professor McConnell is connected with 
the School of Theology of Boston Uni- 
versity and has given a great deal of 
study to the Consumers' Co-operative 
Movement. 

He said in part: 

One hundred million consumers 
throughout the world are members of 
Consumers’ Co-operative Societies. 
These societies range in size and form 
of organization from small groups of a 
dozen members to intricate producei- 
consumer societies like that in Eng- 
land which operates a tea plantation 
in Ceylon and a wholesale tea distrib- 
uting organization for English con- 
sumers of tea. More than that there 
are Co-operative Commonwealths like 
Denmark and Sweden wherein there is 
virtually a Consumer State. No Dan- 
ish legislator has within the memory 
of a living Dane called a tax payer a 
“baboon." It seems that the Danish 
lawmakers represent their co-operative 
constituents rather than baboons. 

What is a Consumers' Co-operative 
Society? It is a group of consumers 
who have pooled their buying power 
and have decided to operate according 
to the seven principles of co-operation 
established by the Rochdale Pioneers 
in England in 1844. Briefly stated 
these principles are: Open member- 
ship, each member one vote, liberty 
to purchase through the society or out- 
side without surrender of membership, 
patronage dividends, low rate of in- 
terest on shares, no credit given nor 
required, market price for high qual- 
ity goods These are the high points 
of the co-operative movement. 

The recent visit of Kagawa aroused 
great interest in Consumer’s Co-oper- 
atives. Ten thousand people heard 
him at the Boston Arena and other 
thousands heurd him at other meet- 
ings in and around Boston. This Jap- 
anese leader leads all other co-opera- 
tives leaders in his emphasis on the 
apirit ot co-operation. He knows all 
too well what a great many others 
have overlooked — “that co-operation 
comes from within and not from with- 
out. He stresses the philosophy and 
the broad underlying social and eco- 
nomic principles ot co-operation and 
to him co-operation Is a way of life. 

At the heart of this movement is 
the principle of production of goods 
for use and not merely for merchan- 
dising. It does not destroy proflts 
in industry but distributes proflts to 
tho ultimute consumer who is the 
pay off man on all goods. It offers 
to the United Stutes a way out of 
seme of the economic ills which have 
uvertuken us and may forestall a vio- 
lent upheaval of economic forces if 
gradually put in operation. But with- 
out education in the principles and 
techniques of co-operution there is lit- 
tle hope for success in this movement. 


Within the framework of our political 
democracy there may yet be worked 
out economic democracy which will 
achieve that freedom which the fore- 
fathers aimed to safeguard by the Con- 
stitution.

Powers’ Paragraphs 


The communication sent by the 
Newton Playground Commission to 
the Newton Board of Aldermen ask- 
ing that mensures be taken to have 
the extension of the Metropolitan 
Parkway from Watertown routed over 
California st.. Nonantum instead of 
along the shore of the Charles River, 
will result In vigorous opposition by 
Nonantum residents. Many years ago 
tho Metropolitan Park Commission 
(now the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission), acquired lands along the 
banks of the Charles for the purpose 
of laying out parkways. The action 
of the Playground Commission of 
Newton in recommending this drastic 
change without recognizing the wishes 
of Nonantum people, or obtaining 
their sentiment, is causing consider- 
able criticism. 

Two reasons have been advanced 
for the action of the Playground Com- 
mission. One Is — that should the 
parkway he built along the river shore, 
it would prevent a proposed connec- 
tion between Victory Field and the 
Allison Playground at Nonantum. The 
second reason advanced is— that a 
parkway would Interfere with the 
bathing beach nt Allison Playground. 
Victory Field is a small playground 
which contains a play area for smaller 
childrert and a baseball field. Adjoin- 
ing it are tennis courts. Allison Play- 
ground, some distance to the east of 
Victory Field, covers a much larger 
area. It was formerly a gravel pit 
and because of its unimproved condi- 
tion. and also because of its isolation, 
lins not been used much in recent 
years for* playground purposes. Sev- 
eral years ago Nonantum residents 
protested against using it as a play- 
ground because It was contended that 
the low, isolated nature of the for- 
mer gravel pit prevented proper ob- 
servation of It by police, and that 
young children, or even larger hoys 
and girls should not he allowed to 
play there, unless the area was thor- 
oughly supervised nt all times. 

California st. has for years carried 
a large amount of automobile traffic, 
much of it heavy trucking. Many se- 
rious accidents have occurred on it. 
A large number of young children re- 
side along it and on short side streets 
leading off it. Residents of Nonan- 
tum believe that to make California 
st. the route of a Metropolitan park- 
way would add a large volume of 
swiftly moving traffic to the traffic 
which already uses the street, and 
that the lives and safety of Nonantum 
children, the residents of the district, 
and the hundreds of workers in the 
manufacturing establishments at No- 
nar.tum who use the street, would be 
menaced. Furthermore, the specific 
purpose of Metropolitan parkways 
would he defeated. These parkways 
are lmilt at the expense of the tax- 
payers to provide pleasure drives 
along rivers, by lakes and through 
wooded areas. 

As for a swimming beach at Allison 


Playground. In the opinion of the 
writer, who is well acquainted with 
conditions In the Charles River at Ibis 
point, it would he better for the chil- 
dren of Nonantum if they did not 
lmthe in the river there* during the 
summer months. There is little water 
in the stream at that period, the flow 
is negligible, and the condition of the 
water far from pure. Within the past 
summer or two, the bathing at the 
Metropolitan reservation in Water- 
town had to be stopped temporarily 
because of the polluted condition or 
the water in the Charles. 


We have heard at various times 
the past few years about the constant 
improvement In the postnl service. 
Residents of Newton have been realiz- 
ing from time to time how superior the 
postal service is as compared with 
days of yore. The latest proof is the 
delivery (or more correctly, the non- 
delivery) of mail on Saturdays. Be- 
cause of the rule which went into ef- 
fect last year, postal employees are 
now on a 10 hour week. This results 
in some of tho letter carriers not 
working on Saturdays. The substi- 
tute's who take their places have been 
ordered to deliver two routes. Not 
being Tnrzan Browns or Clarence De- 
Mars tho substitutes cannot perform 
the work of two men, and have been 
unable to deliver all the mail on Sat- 
urday mornings. This means that 
some people get no mail delivered 
on Saturdays. And Mr. Farley con- 
tinues to prate about the improved 
postal service. 


Surprises never cease. To think 
that J. Weston Allen, former Attor- 
ney General of Massachusetts, a stal- 
wart Republican — and the oldest res- 
ident of Newton Highlands, would be 
holding a $7000 job as a legal advisor 
in Washington under tho Roosevelt 
administration. And Mr. Roosevelt 
and Mr. Farley are being accused of 
partisanship. 


Yesterday we met Commander 
Charles Walker of Newton Post, Amer- 
ican Legion, and N. Irving Paterson, 
chairman of the Committee on tho 
July 4th Field Day which the Legion 
Post plans to conduct. Mr. Paterson 
was the representative of the Post 
who conferred with the Newton 
School Committee on Monday night 
relative to the proposed activities at 
the Field Day, some of which the 
School Committee objected to because 
they allegedly are games of chance. 
Both Mr. Walker and Mr. Paterson 
expressed their regret that any im- 
pression had been given out that 
Kirtley Mather had displayed a re- 
taliatory spirit against Newton Post. 
On the contrary, Mr. Paterson said 
Mr. Mather was very courteous and 
expressed the desire to confer person- 
ally with members of the Post and 
arrive at an amicable agreement re- 
garding the Field Day.

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Does It Pay To Be Thin? 

It is not often that circumstances 
dove-tail as perfectly as did two 
simultaneous happenings of last week 
in my humdrum sphere. Convinced 
by frequent climbing on and off the 
bathroom scales that I was not con- 
forming with the "what you should 
weigh according to your height” reg- 
ulations, I resolved to take prompt 
action. It demanded courage to say 
to myself, “You are too heavy by far 
and must reduce.” I could have said 
it and not meant it but to be firm in 
the drastic step of decreasing the 
amount of one’s calories is an effort. 
However, it means longer life and if 
that is to be achieved by simple rules 
of diet then why not? More impor- 
tant is the money to be saved on food. 
A considerable item, indeed. 

As all these inspiring and stimulat- 
ing thoughts wore surging through 
my head and while I rejoiced in my 
strength of character, the letter car- 
rier delivered my copy of last wefek’s 
GRAPHIC. There I found the lead 
story dealt with an increase of $1.20 
in the tax rate of Newton. "There 
goes the money I expected to save at 
the grocer’s and the market, not to 
mention restaurants and lunch 
rooms.” It is gratifying to think I had 
resolved to out less before the city 
made the decision for me. But who 
wants to live to a healthy old age If 
the tax rate is going to be boosted 
year after year? 

Keep ’Em Shining 

It was not a matter of direct or 
immediate personal concern and yet I 
could not repress a feeling of sym- 
pathy for all classes of automobile 
owners when I read the ukase of Reg- 
istrar Goodwin regarding the poor 
character of this year’s Massachusetts 
registration plates. Mr. Goodwin was 
sympathetic, too, as his imperial com- 
mand plainly, showed. He told the au- 
toists he didn’t know what had got 
Into the plutes — the extraordinary 
weather (his own words) or tho ma- 
terials used in manufacture. In tho 
very next line, however, Mr. Good- 
win becume stern aqd said in effect, 
"You know your plates are in poor 
condition anil you ulso know thnt a 
car with those kind of plates is very 
likely to get tho owner In trouble as 
plates must ho clean and legible at 
all times. So tuke my tip and get 
some varnish and go over them and 
Have yourself possible fine nnd Im- 
prisonment us well ns the loss of 
your license." 

I feel thut Mr. Goodwin meuns bus- 
iness by what he says und that the 
public firmly believes that to be true. 
It will he no surprise to ino the com- 
ing weeks if tho uir is freighted with 
the oddr of varnish Insteud of the 


perfume of apple blossoms. And won’t 
the demand for varnish go up? As 
soon as owners realize there is rust 
on the plates or the paint is peeling, 
both calamities forecast by Mr. Good- 
win, they will be trundling paint pots 
and wielding brushes to keep them- 
selves out of jail. 

Middle Ages in Newton 

When in the company of hooks my 
imagination is apt to take flight 
whether the volumes be opened, closed 
or on their shelves. Thut may ex- 
plain my sudden excitement at the 
main building of the Newton Free 
Library one day recently. Standing 
at the delivery desk I turned to con- 
sult the clock over the front door and 
beheld, as 1 thought, a young man 
walking up the side of the wall at 
the angle of something over 45 de- 
grees. 

Almost at once I knew I was de- 
ceiving myself. There are actually 
stairs built against the wall but they 
are screened by part of the wood- 
work. They lead to a room used for 
storage of the less frequently sought 
reference books. The door is in the 
wall and directly bac;k of tho clock. 
Had I been at all observant these 
many, many years I should have known 
of the existence of what is called by 
the library staff, “the clock room.” 

If you will look for yourself you 
will admit there is a suggestion of 
medieval castles with secret pas- 
sages, concealed panels, hidden 
chambers, etc. To me the “clock 
room” has the fascination of a start- 
ling discovery and I’d like some day 
to enter and gaze through its window 
on to Centre street.

NEWTON UNPREPARED 
FOR WORCESTER GAMES 

Newton High will send a track team 
to Worcester tomorrow morning for 
the Worcester Polytechnic Institute in 
terscholasticB, but the champions of 
the indoor circuit are a poor choice 
to win Hie meet. Theoretically, New- 
ton lias a stronger aggregation this 
spring than any of the good Newton 
teams which won at Worcester in 1929, 
1081 and 1988, but an unprecedented 
stretch of rainy days has made nor- 
mal practice impossible, excepting for 
the last few days. 

’’We’re just not in shape,” says Don 
Enoch, head coach of the team which 
swept aside all opposition last winter. 
“Tlio weather lias kept us from do- 
ing anything but jogging; l hadn’t 
held a watch on a hoy before Mon- 
day. Still, if any of the other teams 
have been working hard lately, they’re 
crazy.” So losing the Worcester meet 
will not Mother Enoch much. He will 
go after as many points as he can fig- 
ure without overworking any of his 
boys, and look ahead two and three 
weeks to the Harvard Interscholastics 
and the State Meet. 

Wittens Off Form 

Warren Wittens, low hurdles and 
broad jump ace who was the hero of 
many record-breaking victories during 
the indoor season, will run only the 
low hurdles at Worcester, handicapped 
by an ailing leg muscle. He is en- 
tered in tlie broad jump, but absolute- 
ly will not compete, says Coach Enoch. 
Ray Hilling, who had improved last 
winter to the point of running even 
with Wittens over the low hurdles, 
will compete in the high hurdles and 
the broad jump, and should score 
points in both events. 

Paul Forte will make his outdoor 
debut in the 100-yard dash in the W. 
P. I. meet, and he is expected to start 
in where he left off in February, when 
he won the State Meet sprint. Frank 
’Bud” Hines, sophomore hope who 
placed third in that same race, is 
coming along well, and may surprise 
his teammates In his first century. 
Jerry Allen and Bob Muther are run- 
ning the 220, and Mark Corthell and 
Elmer Ross the 880-yard run. Paul 
Dussossoit is entered in both the high 
and low hurdles. 

Newton will have no prominent 
quarter-milers, what with Corthell and 
Ross running the half and Jerry Al- 
len the 220, but there may be a chance 
of James "Mike” Regan’s scoring in 
the mile. Nate Heard is ready to car- 
ry on with the shotput, although lie 
may have to compete against Brigh- 
ton’s doughty Bill Gilligan, who has 
about two feet to spare over New- 
ton’s Class A indoor champion in tliat 
event. Heard has produced a throw 
of 125 ft. in the discus this spring, 
and anything approaching tliat mark 
will win tomorrow', which makes him a 
key man in Newton’s bid for the title. 
Mark Messier, high jumper, and Bob 
Steinsieck, shotputter, are other scor- 
ing possibilities.

A Tribute To Dr. Curtis 



DR. FRANCIS GEO CURTIS 


Newton mourns the loss of Dr. 
Francis Geo. Curtis whose devoted 
service of nearly half a century to 
the protection and conservation of 
the health of Newton people recently 
ended. 

Coming to this City in February 
1887, Ills standing as a physician was 
soon recognized by his appointment 
to the Medical Service Staff of New- 
ton Hospital, becoming its Superin- 
tendent in 1S93. In that year he was 
elected Chairman of the newly organ- 
ized Board of Health which had been 
a Committee of the Aldermen and 
Council as far hack as 1S77. Soon 
after assuming the duties of the lat- 
ter olhce, he commenced a vigorous 
campaign against offensive stables, 
iqjtl other nuisances which existed in 
some residential districts even as In 
primitive times, and also enforced or- 
ders to property owners to connect 
buildings with the newly installed 
sewer system. He was forceful, ag- 
gressive and uncompromising for the 
best interests of the City, yet practi- 
cal and with that sometimes uncom- 
mon faculty of common sense person- 
ified the ideal health officer; the or- 
der and the execution were almost 
simultaneous, and in the few cases 
where resort was made to legal action, 
the Board of Health was unanimously 
sustained by the Supreme Court of 
the Commonwealth. 

That was a period which witnessed 
many important Municipal improve- 
ments: the construction of Common- 
wealth Avenue in 1895, the widening 
of Washington Street and the de- 
pression of the railroad tracks in 
1896-1897, the extension of the trol- 
ley system from Boston to Newton 
Corner in 1S98, and the development 
of new residential districts like Wa- 
ban, attracted hither many new resi- 
dents, and they found the City ready 
and in order; Dr. Curtis had been a 
step ahead, and that policy charac- 
terized and distinguished his entire 
career on the Board of Health. 

But the Doctor was something more 
than a health officer; he was not sat- 
isfied with the mere perfunctory ex- 
ercise of the police power which is 
vested in a Board of Health to a 
greater degree than in any other de- 
partment of government, lie believed 
that the duties of that Board were 
also educational and advisory. He 
gave a practical demonstration of this 
by his work on contagious diseases, 
especially in the contagious ward of 
the Hospital of which he took indi- 
vidual charge during his service of 
ten years as Superintendent. His in- 
tensive study of the then dreaded 
disease of diphtheria, most cases of 
which had been fatal, resulted in the 
establishment in 1895 of Newton’s 
first Laboratory for the diagnosis of 
diphtheria and in that year he also 
commenced the inspection of school 
children. His experiments in the 
cases of contagious diseases in the 
homes threw the first doubt upon the 
value of terminal room disinfection, 
and Newton was the first City, after 
Providence, to abandon terminal dis- 
infection, and to disregard desquama- 
tion as a cause of scarlet fever. Fur- 
ther experiments by him exploded 
the idea that dwelling houses trans- 
mitted the diseases of occupants, and 
in 1902 Dr. Curtis directed the phy- 
sicians in Newton to report all cases 
of tuberculosis, one year before the 
State declared it to he a disease dan- 
gerous to public health. 

While Newton has always been rated 
as a healthy City and its knowledge 
and practise of the principles of san- 
itation and hygiene has always been 


a negative virtue here, Dr. Curtis was 
the first to point out the danger to 
children in contacting contagious dis- 
eases in the schools and in 1908 he 
appointed the first school nurse. In 
a short period there was a full staff 
of nurses for all the schools. In 1919 
he introduced the first dental clinic, 
then other clinics and tests, and 
while some criticism was heard ou 
the ground that such activities by 
the City had a paternalistic tendency, 
a survey of the cities in the Eastern 
States showing Newton to he first in 
the preservation of child life, definite- 
ly established the success and benefit 
of this work. 

But the Doctor climaxed this rec- 
ord of progressive and constructive 
work by the introduction or offering 
of free immunization against diph- 
theria for school children in 1928: a 
comparison of the records of subse- 
quent years shows that there were 
ten deaths from diphtheria in 1929 
and a progressive decline in the num- 
ber of deaths from that disease until 
1935, the last year of the Doctor's 
service on the Board, when there was 
only one death from the same num- 
ber of cases, in other words fewer 
deaths from I he same or greater num- 
ber of cases. 

A life work which accomplishes 
the saving of human life and inci- 
dentally reduces the economic cost of 
disease with its attendant impairment 
of efficiency and mental anguish, 
speaks to t he full comprehension of 
every thinking citizen as something 
more than the functioning of a public 
servant — it marks the latter a bene- 
factor of his fellowman. 

While Dr. Curtis continued his ser- 
vice on the surgical staff of the New- 
ton Hospital from 1903 until 1916, as 
consulting surgeon until 1932 and 
thereafter on the Staff Emeritus, he 
devoted most of his time to the du- 
ties of the Board of Health. Like 
many another City official who has 
given liberally of his time and tal- 
ent to this City, without any thought 
of compensation, so with Dr. Curtis; 
his services for the first thirteen 
years were gratuitous; and in later 
years he accepted only a small salary 
to reimburse him for his expenses; 
it was commonly admitted that lie 
guve a present of two thousand dol- 
lars in services each year to the peo- 
ple of Newton. And he managed the 
finances of the health department 
with such good judgment and econ- 
omy that his budget was the ideal 
of the finance committees. 

But it was tile Doctor’s standing as 
Charter Fellow of the American Pub- 
lic Healtli Association and as Presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts Associa- 
tion of Boards of Health and its 
Treasurer for many years which re- 
flected great credit upon the City; 
he was frequently called upon to read 
papers in the different medical con- 
ventions and Ids association with the 
eminent medical men and master 
minds in health work throughout the 
country was a valuable asset to New- 
ton and gave it a prestige far be- 
yond New England. 

Newton’s reputation for schools, 
streets and other municipal activities 
iias been long and well established, 
hut it remained for its Health De- 
partment through Dr. Curtis to give 
the City a national importance: for 
he left it on • of the healthiest cities 
in t lie country; aeeordlng to the last 
national e*-nsus and rating prior to 
1935. the citi* -s of Bellevue, California 
and Newton. Massachusetts, were the 
two healthiest cities of that size in 
the United states; a fitting monu- 


ment to the Doctor’s noble lifo work, 
a work which gave an added lustre 
to the City’s fine civic nnme as well 
ns to the profession which ho hon- 
ored, and will forever associate the 
nnme of Dr. Frnncls Geo. fort Is with 
the finest traditions of Newton, 
JOHN C. MADDEN, 

For eleven years nsso- 
clated with Dr. Curtis 
on the Board of Health.

Propose $1 Fee 
For Store Awnings 1 

At the meeting of the Newton Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night Aider- 
man Hill of the Licenses Committee 
presented a recommendation that the 
ordinance relating to awnings and 
marquees over sidewalks in this city 
be changed. At present the ordi 
nance reads that no awning shall be 
less than 9 feet above a sidewalk. 
This ordinance has not been enforced 
and numerous complaints have been 
received from persons whose heads 
or hats have come in contact with 
awnings not over 6 feet, and some- 
times less, above sidewalks. Accord- 
ing to the proposed change awnings 
would have to be at least 7% ft. above 
sidewalks. Hill commented that such 
a height will be practical for both 
storekeepers and pedestrians. It is 
also proposed to charge a fee of $1 
for each awning permit granted. This 
i3 to pay for a metal tag which will 
be placed on the awning by a city em- 
ployee to show that a legal permit 
has been issued for the awning. 

Alderman Akins asked if any other 
place in the world charges a fee for 
an awning. He said such a fee is not 
fair and he raised a charter objec- 
tion against it. President Floyd said 
the objection did not hold. Akins 
then moved that the order be laid «.n 
the table and his motion was carried.

Finance Committee of Newton 
Aldermen Presents Critique 
On City Departments 

Unusual Procedure At Meeting of Board Monday Night — 
Several Members Assert Politics Behind Report 


’For the first time in memory the 
Finance Committee of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen at the meeting on 
Monday night submitted to the full 
Board a lengthy report based on ob- 
servations of the committee on the ef- 
ficiency or lack of efficiency of vari- 
ous city departments. The report con- 
tained a number of recommendations. 
It was read by Alderman Bowen, 
chairman of the Finance Committee, 
after the regular business of the meet- 
ing had been concluded. 

Following the reading of the cri- 
tique by Alderman Bowen, a motion 
was made by Alderman Colby that 
the report be accepted. Alderman 
Rawson seconded the motion and com- 
mented that the report — “Is a mar- 
velous job.” Alderman Akins object- 
ed to that part of the critique refer- 
ring to the police department. He said 
that Newton has as good a police de- 
partment as any city in the State, 
that the Chief and Captain are func- 
tioning well, and that corrections 
have been made in the conduct of the 
department since the beginning of this 
year. Alderman Brocklesby agreed 
with Akins. 

Alderman Cronin said that it was 
the first time in the history of the 
city that such a report had been made 
and he asked the reason for it. He 
3aid there must be some reason un- 
known to some of us, and it is the 
first knowledge he had of it. Cro- 
nin asserted the report should be 
laid on the table until the Aldermen 
had some opportunity to study it — 
to punch holes in it where such ac- 
tion is warranted, or to praise it 
He suggested that heads of depart- 
ments should sit in at meetings of 
the Aldermen as they did in former 
years. He commended City Solicitor 
Bartlett for doing this. He comment- 
ed that he never saw Supt. of Play- 
grounds Hermann at the Board meet- 
ings. He moved that the report be 
laid on the table. Alderman Temper- 
ley said he thought the report was 
excellent, but he said the paragraph 

lich stated that for 2 years no wa- 


ter had been purchased from the Met- 
ropolitan District system is not cor- 
rect. 

Alderman Guzzi took exception to 
the praise given in the report to the 
Public Works Department. He said 
this department did not show efficien- 
cy in the construction of the sewer 
Charlemont, much of which be- 
came defective and had to be replaced 
at a cost of 133,000 to the city. Guzzi 
said the report should be gone over 
item by item. Alderman Cronin said 
the slam in the report against the 
WPA was directed against excellent 
Federal servants who have brought 
sunshine into lives of people in dis- 
tress. Cronin asked the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Newton Aldermen what 
alternative they have to offer in place 
of the WPA? He said — “What is the 
real purpose of this document; what 
is to be gained by it?” 

Alderman Rawson commented — 
“This Board is getting more and more 
like the United States Senate.” Raw- 
son asked that the question be voted 
on. The Aldermen voting to accept 
the report were — Barwise, Bowen, Col- 
by, Floyd, Goddard, Hill. Hutchinson, 
Inches. Jamieson, Lyon. McCabe, Mc- 
Kay, Melcher, Rawson. Schipper, Tem- 
perley. Walker. The Aldermen voting 
against the report were — Akins, Brock- 
lesby, Cronin. Guzzi. 

The report follows : 

To the Board of Aldermen; 

The Finance Committee in its con- 
sideration of the budget went over 
all departmental matters in great de- 
tail with the heads of the departments 
and as a result, there are certain com- 
ments which the committee would like 
to make to the full board. 

We believe that, as a whole, the 
tax-payers of the city can congratulate 
themselves on the type of men who 
are at the head of our city depart- 
ments and are responsible for the op- 
eration of the city’s business, but over 
a period of time, as in any business, 
certain conditions arise that need ad- 
justment and are often more easily

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THE FINANCE COMMITTEE REPORT 

The action of the finance committee in presenting a report 
of the condition of various departments of the city has pro- 
voked considerable interest. There are two angles from which 
the citizens of Newton might review this report. Subconscious- 
ly and perhaps unthinkingly, many persons will assume that the 
report is a political move aimed at the embarrassment of Mayor 
Childs. There is naturally the argument that no such report 
was made during previous administrations and there is the 
argument that opposition to the report was most vigorously 
expressed by members of the Board of Aldermen who were 
most active in support of Mayor Childs last fall. Both of these 
arguments become fallacious when the matter is viewed in the 
proper light. 

Commendatory of numerous departments the report also 
criticizes with more or less severity various phases of public 
services. The WPA and the police department come in for 
the greater share of this criticism. It should first be under- 
stood that if such criticism is justified it is because of con- 
ditions which existed months ago and not from conditions which 
have arisen since Mayor Childs took office. Mayor Childs’ in- 
augural address expressed the desire for a speedy increase 
in the efficiency of the police department. During the first 
four months of this year criminal arrests have greatly exceeded 
the total criminal arrests of the entire year of 1935. This fact 
indicates steps are being taken toward such improvement. As 
for the WPA, there will ever be the difference of opinion as to 
whether the burden of welfare should be a local proposition 
or a national question. It is further apparent that there can 
be no progress without change and if such changes are to be 
for the best interests of the city conditions must be continually 
or periodically studied. 

With this in mind it is comparatively easy to divorce the 
political aspect from the sound reasoning which we believe 
prompted the presentation of the report. The proper way to 
view the problems to which such a report directs attention 
is not in the spirit of finding fault, but in the spirit of finding 
better ways in which to accomplish the purposes of the depart- 
ments in question. The finance committee in consideration of 
the detailed expenditures of all city departments has a more 
intimate knowledge of the workings of each department than 
has any other committee of the Board of Aldermen. With the 
co-operation of the Mayor of the City, no matter who he may 
be, a similar report each year can be developed into an in- 
strument of infinite value in promoting the best interests of 
the city. 


YOUTH AND THE FUTURE

Youth stands 
ready and unafraid to take up the burdens laid down by 
those who go before.

One of them 
went to the chamber of the master 
of the house while the family was 
asleep, and abstracted the key to the 
safe from the pocket of his pantaloons 
The safe was opened and almost $20,- 
000 in government bonds, greenbacks 
nnd the like confiscated.

50 YEARS AGO 


There is a small, scrnggly tree on 
the north slope of the Boston & Al- 
bany railroad right of way Just west 
of the Centre avo. bridge at Newton. 

For many years this little tree has 
thrived under adverse conditions. Dur- 
ing most of each year it attracts lit- 
tle attention. But, around the first of 
each May It blossoms out gloriously 
with an abundance of benutful, rose 
colored flowers and gives enjoyment 
to hundreds of persons who puss by 
it daily, either in trains or afoot. And 
so. this uncared-for, diminutive tree, 
has gained more popularity and notice 
than have ornate, cultivated trees on 
stately lawns. 

Lnst Monday night at the meeting 
of the Newton Board of Aldermen 
something unique occurred.

Kiwanis Club 


NEWTON TRACK TEAMS 
RUN AWAY WITH MEET 


Newton High’s track team scored 
39 points for a one-sided victory in 
the 14th annual running of the Wor- 
cester Polytechnic Institute’s school 
track meet last Saturday at Worcester. 
Everett High, second place winner, 
trailed Newton by 25 points, with a 
total of fourteen. 

Don Enoch’s team piled up 25 
points in the sprints and hurdles 
events. Paul Forte won the 100- 
yard dash from Romboli of Everett 
in 10 3-5s, with Frank Hines in 

fourth place. In the 220, Jack Allen 
broke the tape in 24 l-5s, ahead of 
Springer of Everett, Hud Mather of 
Newton and Stan Livingstone of 
Brookline. 

Warren Wittens came through with 
an easy victory in the low hurdles, 
winning from Poeck of Worcester 
South in 26 4-5 s, while Paul Dus- 
sossoit took third to give Newton sev- 
en points in the event. Ray Huling 
and Dussossoit ran second and third 
in the high hurdles final, led by the 
brilliant Hartman of Brookline, who 
set a new record of 15 3-5s in his 
trial heat. 

Heard Beats Discus Record 

Newton had its own record-breaker 
Saturday in Nate Heard, hut unfor- 
tunately he gets no credit for a new 
mark. The record for the discus throw 
at Worcester was 116 ft. 3 in., and 
Heard scaled the platter 119 ft. 7 in. 
in his best throw. But Bill Gilligun 
of Brighton. Heard’s nemesis in the 
indoor season, won the event and the 
new record at 128 ft. 10 in. Gilligan 
also set a new record in the shot at 
50 ft. 3-4 in., and Heard took third at 
45 ft. 6 1-2 in. 

Points were pretty well distributed 
in the longer runs, and Newton got 
less than its share. In the 880-yard 
run. running in a fast field, Elmer 
Ross ran fourth behind Hegarty of 
Somerville. Piseione of Everett and 
Levine of Lowell, the winner’s time, 
2m 4-5, indicating a very good race. 
J. "Mike” Regan was Newton's man in 
the mile, and was runner up to Haley 
of Worcester South in the good time 
of 4m 47 2-5. 

In the pole vault, high jump and 
quarter mile. Newton had no scores. 
In the broad jump, Ray Muling landed 
in second place with a leap of 19 ft. 

9 1-2 in., while Ace Wittens, reported 
to he handicapped by a had leg. 
reached 19 ft. 6 1-4 for third place 
points. Hunter of Worcester North 
won the event at 20 ft. 4 in. 

Newton’s lopsided victory was due 
chiefly to unexpected power in the 
short events. Thirteen places were 
won by ten of Enoch’s hoys, throe 
firsts, four seconds, five thirds and 
two fourths. Newton’s score nearly 
tripled that of Everett, the runner- 
up, and nctualy exceeded the aggre- 
gate of the next three.

discovered by those outside than those 
who are actually operating the depart- 
ment. 

We believe our biggest problem, as 
Is the case In other towns and cities 
throughout the Commonwealth, is the 
question of relief in thy Welfare and 
Soldier’s Relief Departments, and 
through the continuation of WPA 
Projects. Each of these had more 
people dependent upon it March 1st 
than at this time a year ago and 
unquestionably the year’s expense will 
be as high, and perhaps higher, than 
in previous years. It is reasonable to 
believe that there will be no cessation 
of the burden to the taxpayer until 
employment can be found for those 
who are employable, but after a pe- 
riod of time many of the recipients 
of public relief become unemployable. 
We earnestly hope that some way can 
be discovered as opportunities for 
work occur to force those to accept 
work who are now contented with 
their situation in life and that a 
stricter line can be drawn which will 
mark those who should be receiving 
aid from private charities from others 
who are now getting some form of 
help through city funds. We feel that 
both our welfare departments are 
ably and efficiently operated. 

The continuation of WPA or other 
similar institution will tend to cre- 
ate. in our opinion, a perpetual and in- 
creasing burden on Federal, State and 
Municipal governments. This will 
evidence itself not only directly but 
through the regular welfare disburse- 
ments due to the continuing lowering 
of the morale of the people and their 
more ready acceptance of a permanent 
dependency. To destroy this form of 
relief abruptly would be a calamity 
but we believe that in the near fu- 
ture. each city and town should con- 
sider tho gradual withdrawing from 
participation as opposed to the pres- 
ent scramble by each municipality to 
get its full share. 

The Accounting Department is well 
administered under our Comptroller. 

We recommend changes in the 
Treasury Department which will mod- 
ernize tiie system now in use and per- 
mit the treasurer and collector to give 
more of his time to the proper su- 
pervision of the department and less 
to routine work. A new system for 
the distribution of the payroll should 
be worked out, more payments made 
by check and less by cash, and em- 
ployees numbered so that a more ac- 
curate check of those on the payrolls 
can be had than is now possible. The 
city pay clerk should not travel about 
the city with a police escort and de- 
pend upon personal recognition of em- 
ployees when distributing the weekly 
payroll. 

The Assessing Department is on a 
very high plane. We are glad to com- 
mend our Board of Assessors. 

In the City Clerk’s Department, we 
find what we believe to be a situa- 
tion that should be remedied; at the 
present time there is nobody in the 
department who, if there were a per- 
manent or temporary vacancy in the 
olfice of City Clerk could immediate- 
ly fill it and carry on the work, and 
we believe that a man should be add- 
ed to the department, given the title 
of Assistant City Clerk and so trained 
that he could step in and fill the posi- 
tion on short notice. 

We feel that the Law, the Engineer- 
ing and the Public Works Depart- 
ments have been very efficient, par- 
ticularlv the latter with its increased 
work because of PWA and WPA build- 
ing. 

The Police Department gives us 
considerable concern. We believe 
that closer supervision should be 
given to the department by both the 
Chief and the Captain, and greater 
discipline insisted upon which will re- 
sult in increased efficiency. We find 
that the police cars have not been 
satisfactorily cared for and washed 
and if the sergeant-mechanic and his 
assistant are not able to do this work 
under the present setup, then the of- 
fice should be abolished and the work 
given out on private contract. 

The Fire Department, we believe, 
is one of the model departments of 
the City. 

The Department of Sealer of 
Weights and Measures continues with 
its usual efficiency. 

The reorganization of the Health 
Department has been very beneficial 
to tbe City. Dr. Cliope, the director, 
and Dr. Cummings, the city physician, 
are to be commended. We suggest, 
however, a close watch be kept on 
activities that are proposed for con- 
sideration by the Health Department 
in order that too much paternalism 
may not creep in and the City pay for 
services that should rightfully be paid 
for by the recipients. 

The committee wishes to record 
with pleasure the continual coopera- 
tion of the School Committee. 

The Library Department operates 
efficiently and gives splendid serv- 
ice. It is suggested that the Trus- 
tees grade the positions and the sal- 
aries in the department on the basis 
of step increases, to be used as a 
guide in future budgets. 

With reference to the Playground 
Department wo believe that eventu- 
ally the time will come when the 
office of Superintendent which con- 
tinues to be ably managed, should 
be a full-time job rather than part- 
time as at present. It is our opinion 
that the Playground Committee 
should have in training a man who 
will supervise the activities of the de- 
partment in the absence of the su- 
perintendent, with the title of Assist- 
ant Superintendent, and this Is par- 
ticularly necessary now because of 
the extra work done in this depart- 
ment by WPA labor. The playground 
supervisors should bo selected from 
Newton residents if those trained in 
this work can be found in tho city. 

In the Street Department wo recog- 
nize that there are many problems. 
The question of snow removal for both 
streets and sidewalks is very acute. 

It is our opinion that the time lies 
come when in winters such as we 
have luul this year and last, more de- 
pondenece will have to be plucini on 
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The most important order 
you can intrust to a florist

snow removal by machinery than man- 
ual labor, and over a period of time 
we recommend purchasing more snow 
removal machinery so that within a 
few years the city may be well 
equipped and the burden will not fall 
on tbe taxpayers in any one year. 
The plowing of sidewalks has never 
been satisfactory even at tbe best by 
horse-drawn plows and while our 
tractor snowplows for sidewalks may 
not be 100% efficient, at the present 
time, we believe that a step has been 
made in the right direction and that 
horse-drawn plows should be elim- 
inated at the earliest possible moment. 

The minor repairs that have been 
made to the incinerator have in- 
creased its efficiency and it is now op- 
erating 100%. We are glad that the 
dumps in the city are slowly being 
eliminated which will relieve the Fire 
and Water Departments from a severe 
expense in controlling dump fires and 
remove a nuisance caused by rats, 
flies and odors. It is thought that neg- 
lect lias been shown in the failure to 
keep all city trucks clean and in good 
condition and also of horses and 
horse-drawn vehicles. As an aid to 
keeping the streets clean the city 
should insist that all garbage and ref- 
use trucks be provided with suitable 
canvas covers and that these should 
be in positon at all times while the 
trucks are in transit through the cit> 
streets. 

We suggest to the Public >\ orks 
Committee that the time has come for 
a change in our street specifications. 
In certain sections of the city, grass 
borders ought not to be constructed 
since they do not last and are de- 
stroyed by automobiles and trucks that 
are driven over them. We recommend 
that a study be made of this problem. 

The Water Department has been put 
on an excellent basis, and for two 
years no water has been purchased 
from the Metropolitan System. 

We believe that money could be 
saved for the city in the purchasing, 
of supplies as well as motor equipment 
if this were done through one central 
agent and recommend that a study be 
made with this in view. 

One of the most perplexing ques- 
tions that comes annually to the Fi- 
nance Committee is that of salary in- 
creases for those who do not receive 
automatic raises. There is a wide 
variance in pay between foremen, in- 
spectors and men doing the same type 
of work in different departments. Un- 
doubtedly. injustice is being done to 
some employees since salary increases 
have for years been a matter of lob- 
bving. pressure and “pull”. We rec- 
ommend that a study be made of tbe 
entire question of pay for all employ- 
ees in tbe city not now classified, as 
are tltte clerks and school teachers, to 
the end that it may fairly be deter- 
mined what the minimum and maxi- 
mum automatic increase in pay shall 
be insofar as it is possible for all un- 
classified city workers and that this 
report be in tbe hands of the Finance 
Committee prior to the consideration 
of the budget of 1937. Last year the 
Board adopted a classification in pay 
schedule for clerks in the City De- 
partments. In preparing their budgets 
this vear some departments adhered 
strictiv.tt> the schedule, some ignored 
it and others misinterpreted It. 
recommend that in the future the de- 
partments furnish the committee with 
such information its will allow a ready 
check against the schedule and that 
all step increases be made one year 
from the date of previous increase or 
change in grade and be so computed 
in the budget. 

This is the first time a report of this 
nature has been rendered to tbe full 
hoard by the Finance Committee. It 
is offered with the hope that the 
Board will act favorably on the report.

When 
it ceases to influence our lives, our 
boast of democracy, freedom, and 
brotherly love will be but a hollow 
mockery. 

In other fields opportunities open 
and problems await. Law and med- 
icine offer great attractions for am- 
bitious, hard-working young men and 
women. Although we hear it said 
frequently that these two profes- 
sions are overcrowded, let us remem- 
ber that the number of really good 
lawyers and doctors is comparatively 
small. 


These are but a few; we are able 
to recall many others: Wagner, Byron, 
Keats, Shelley. Browning. Poe, Napo- 
leon. Lafayette. There is one who 
stands apart from all the rest; Him 
we must not forget. He, who long 
ago spread His healing and His doc- 
trine of brotherly love throughout the 
world in the course of thirty-three 
prophetic years, is ever with us today, 
the eternal symbol of triumphant 
youth. 

Our position in the world of today 
is far from pitiable; on the contrary, 
it is altogether an enviable one. Our 
greatest advantage is in being alive 
at such a time. The opportunities for 
educational advancement in all fields 
have never been more widespread. 
Youth enjoys greater privilege and 
freedom than ever before. And most 
of all. in addition to opportunity and 
freedom, we have before us a period 
more challenging than any in the 
history of the world. Only competi- 
tion has grown stiffer. but the greater 
the odds, the more satisfying is vic- 
tory. 

Never has the field of endeavor 
been more varied, and never have our 
needs been more urgent. Through 
proper education, we must build up 
an intelligent, well informed civic 
body with a just appreciation of 
America’s splendid past and a heartfelt 
responsibility for her present and 
future. Such a citizenry would speed- 
ily crush all corrupt, unprincipled 
legislators, and government would 
once more assume its rightful posi- 
tion as a career of dignity and honor. 
Clean politics is not impossible. Its 
establishment requires men .— men to 
vote wisely, and men to govern up- 
rightly. men who are honest, farsee- 
ing. unafraid. From our generation 
these men must come. We are the 
voters and administrators of tomor- 
row. Let us be men of vision, loyal 
to our ideals and steadfast In purpose, 
but ever mindful of the earth beneath 
our feet. 

Aside from the exigency for clean 
government, there is probably no need 
more urgent than that of the church. 
It- strength ami influence must be 


The realm of scientific investigation 
and discovery has a future of un- 
rivaled breadth and importance. Un- 
thinking pessimists of every age have 
said mournfully that there was noth- 
ing left to discover, nothing to in- 
vent. History has proved the shallow- 
ness and falseness of this lament. 
Today we are living in an age 
of science. There are still countless 
new worlds to conquer: they are but 
waiting for some young discoverer. 

In business there is an increasing 
demand for trained experts in every 
line, and honesty is still at a premium. 

Aside from the many local problems 
that confront us today, there are 
those of international scope. Among 
these, the most momentous is the 
question of world peace. This is an 
international problem and it must be 
solved by international arbitration. In 
this solution, it is fitting that the 
United States, as a major world power, 
play a prominent part. We must co- 
operate with other nations and accept 
our full share of world responsibility 
in order to realize our dream of ulti- 
mate world peace. 

For some of us educational training 
is just a beginning: for others it is 
nearly completed. On this training 
our future success depends. Excel- 
lence in any field is always preceded 
by faithful study and adequate prep- 
aration It is too late to think of 
this when the crisis arises and we are 
unable to meet it. Training and de- 
velopment of fundamental skill should 
lie behind us when we begin our life 
work. However, the search for knowl- 
edge should not end with high school 
graduation, college commencement or 
graduate school degree. 

Progress has always been the result 
of serious study and exhaustive re- 
search. As long as we have a desire to 
learn of new things’ and to explore 
unknown realms we shall be truly hap- 
py. Leisure never brings content- 
ment ; only activity affords complete 
satisfaction. 

Favorable opportunity wills that the 
destiny of the world is soon to be- 
come our obligation and our sacred 
duty A glorious future awaits; let 
us meet it with courage aud optimism!

Annual Meeting Of 
Oak Hill Imp. Asso. 

Tho annual meeting of the Oak 
Hill Improvement Association was 
held on Monday, April 27 at tho Clms. 
River Country Club. A largo gath- 
ering of Oak Hill residents were pres- 
ent and the meeting was addressed 
by Mnyor Childs, Aldormon Tomper- 
ley, McKay, Walker and Colby nnd 
a representative of the architects of 
the new Oak Hill school. Officers 
elected for the ensuing year included 
Wendell R. K. Mick, president; 
Charles R. Davis and Mrs. Horatio 
Rogers, vice presidents; Benjamin T. 
Fawcett, 138 Danehill rd., secretary- 
treasurer; Russell V. Burkhard, Hen- 
ry S. C. Cummings and Philip Drin- 
ker, directors for 3 years. 

The association unanimously passed 
several motions relating to the en- 
forcement of zoning ordinances. The 
association urges that a permit be re- 
quired for the removal of sand, gra- 
vel, sub-soil or loam whether, or not 
a sale Is involved. The present or- 
dinance permits the giving away of 
any of these nnd presents a positive 
loophole in the enforcement of the 
ordinance. A stricter enforcement of 
the regulations which forbid heavy 
trucking on certain streets was urged. 
Many complaints have been received 
of regular abuse of such regulations. 
The meeting also voted to have steps 
taken to stop regular outdoor storing 
of trucks on property strictly residen- 
tial in character. It was voted that 
the association make it one of its 
chief objectives this year to urge the 
immediate construction of a road con- 
necting Meadowbrook rd. with Parker 
st., thus making the approach to the 
new school and proposed village cen- 
ter more accessible. 

A paper was read by Henry S 
Cummings which gave a resume of 
the improvements which have been 
obtained for Oak Hill since the as 
sociation was formed, or which will 
be accomplished in the near future. A 
new school, to cost about $200,000 will 
be ready for occupancy enrly next 
year, and Meadowbrook rd. has been 
extended nearly 1000 feet to give ac- 
cess to this school. A main line sewer 
is being extended from Charlemont 
to Oak Hill as a PWA project. This 
improvement will cost about $375,000. 

A room for a branch of the Newton 
Public Library has been included in 
the plans for the new school building. 

The Oak Hill community has ar- 
ranged for bus service which will give 
connections with Newton Centre, Wa- 
han and Cleveland Circle, Brookline. 
The Oak Hill terminus will be at 
Brookline and Dedham sts. Better 
postal service has been procured for 
the Countryside section. The drain- 
age of low lands and the new sewer 
should help in the control of the mos- 
quito nuisance. A traffic control and 
automatic flashing signals have been 
installed by the State at Woodcliff 
rd., and “Stop” signs erected by the 
city at dangerous corners along the 
turnpike.

Some Want Sewers 
— Others Do Not 

To have or not to have sewers in 
several Newton streets provided three 
separate hearings before the Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night. The 
first hearing was on the petition of 
Dominic Lanno for a sewer in Broad- 
way ter., Newtonville, from Broadway 
to the end of the terrace. Mr. Lanno 
had petitioned for this improvement 
last year and the Aldermen at that 
time refused his petition. He told the 
Board on Monday night that sanitary 
conditions at his home are very bad 
because of the lack of a sewer and 
the backing up of sewage, there has 
been illness in his family as a result, 
and he will lose the tenant in his 
house if a sewer is not constructed. 

A written protest against the im- 
provement was received from William 
J. Doherty of 15 Broadway, who also 
protested last year when Lanno pe- 
titioned for the sewer. Alderman 
Cronin spoke in behalf of Doherty. 
Cronin said he had received a message 
from Dr. Michael Chirug who said that 
Lanno’s petition should be granted 
as a benefit to humanity. He had also 
received a protest from Doherty who 
said he would be assessed $225 if the 
sewer were built. Alderman Guzzi 
said he had been talking with Inspec- 
tor House of the Newton Health De- 
partment about this matter and House 
had said that it is imperative that a 
sewer be built to relieve conditions 
at Lanno’s home. Alderman Cronin 
asked Lanno if he will be willing to 
pay the whole cost of the sewer. Lan 
no replied that he is willing to pay 
his share. He said Doherty had pur- 
chased another lot adjoining Broad- 
way ter. and would eventually bene- 
fit by the construction of the sewer. 

The second hearing on a sewer was 
on the petition of John Bianchi of 
56 Warren st., Newton Centre, for a 
sewer extension of 170 feet in Elgin 
st. He said it will abate a nuisance 
caused by an overflowing cesspool in 
an adjoining property. Townsend 
Cushman of 145 Elgin st. said the 
nuisance referred to has been abated 
by the construction of a new cesspool, 
and that the expense of a sewer would 
be prohibitive to him. Frank C. Pea- 
body of 148 Elgin st. objected for the 
same reason. Mrs. Edwin Sayer also 
objected. She said her husband will 
be 87 his next birthday, is recovering 
from an illness, and the noise of the 
constructing of a sewer would be det- 
rimental to his health. 

The third argument over a sewer 
was on the petition of Mrs. Katherine

Sullivan of 24 Garland rd., Newton 
Centre, for a sewer in that street.

Aldermen Meet 


The regular meeting of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen on Monday night 
started at 8:10 and finished at 12:16 
A.M. Tuesday. Two hours and ten 
minutes of the intervening time were 
occupied by a recess during which 
some of the committees discussed 
some matters at length — and then 
some.

Alderman Rawson, reporting for th 
Claims and Rules Committee, re< 
ommended leave to withdraw on th 
claim of Tatiana Speaks for damag 
to the house at 221 Valentine stree 
West Newton, allegedly caused b 
blasting. He said the city is nc 
liable because no blasting was done o 
that street at the time the damage i 
alleged to have occurred. I^eave t 
withdraw was also given to the clain 
of John F. McCarron for damage t 
his fence at 19 Pearl street, Newton 
caused last winter when one of tin 
new sidewalk plows was removinj 
snow.

Lightning Causes 
$30,000 Fire at 
Newton Centre 

A bolt of lightning which hit a 
Inrgo barn on the farm of Hurley 
Brothers near the Worcester turn- 
pike at Newton Centre about 6:15 
Tuesday night, completely destroyed 
the hum. partially destroyed another 
large barn, killed a hofse. and caused 
the burning of a number of pigs. 
Sheds, farm wagons and dairy equip- 
ment were burned or destroyed in the 
flames, and many tons of hay con- 
sumed. Through heroic efforts on the 
part of Frank Hurley, 76. his brother. 
Daniel. 72. and several employees and 
neighbors, 39 cows, which were in one 
of the two barns, were rescued and 
considerable dairy equipment saved. 

The holt hit the loft of the barn 
and as It coursed through the build- 
ing killed a horse. Hay in the barn 
caught fire and in a minute the struc- 
ture was ablaze. A phone call was 
sent to fire alarm headquarters and 
at 6:20 a box alarm was sent in. fol- 
lowed at 6:33 by a second alarm 
which brought most of the apparatus 
in the city. The flames spread to a 
larger bam where the cows had been 
housed, but the firemen by deter- 
mined efforts managed to save this 
building after it had been partially 
destroyed. It contained 40 or more 
tons of hay. Because of the distance 
of the buildings from Boylston st.. 
thousands of feet of hose had to be 
laid. Traffic was blocked on theTurn- 
pike for a few hours and a large num- 
ber of Newton police had to be as- 
signed to detour it. The loss, 'esti- 
mated aT between $20.00TT and $30.- 
000 is partly covered by insurance. 

The Hurleys had just finished milk- 
ing, and the raw milk was saved be- 
fore the flames or smoke affected it. 
Agents of the Newton Health De- 
partment were at the scene Tues- 
day night and co-operated with the 
Hurleys in enabling them to carry on 
regular deliveries of milk on Wednes- 
day despite the devastating fire. The 
family has conducted a dairy farm 
at the place for over two generations 
and won a high reputation. Nineteen 
years ago the dairy barn there was 
destroyed by fire and many cows 
burned.

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ANOTHER ISSUE 

In the fall of 1934 the voters of the state elected James M. 
Curley as Governor of Massachusetts. Shortly after assuming 
office the Chief Executive obtained control of the Governor’s 
Council, the Boston Finance Commission and most of the State 
departments through methods and tactics the like of which 
had never before been displayed upon Beacon Hill. Now 
comes the proposal to subject some thirty-six judges of the 
various courts in the Commonwealth to a mental and physical 
inquisition which shocks the sensibilities of all right-thinking 
citizens. Men who have given long and honorable service to 
the Commonwealth are to be called to defend themselves 
against charges of “mental or physical disability.” For dec- 
ades upon decades custom has decreed that judges who uphold 
the honor of our courts shall not retire until called to the Great 
Beyond. Although, in some instances unable to fulfill their 
duties their associates willingly carry on for them unless there 
is pressing need for replacement. The discarding of such a 
long-established custom would be proposed only by a dictator 
of the most ruthless sort. In this proposal, like in many others, 
the Governor has provided another issue to be used against him 
in any future campaign he may make for political office. The 
limtt has been reached and the voters will indicate their dis- 
approval next Fall. Meanwhile, we trust some means may be 
found and public sentiment be so aroused to the end that the 
proposed program for retirement of judges may be delayed 
until justice prevails. 


NEWTON TAXPAYERS ORGANIZE 

The formation of the Newton Taxpayers’ Association should 
prove of widespread interest to the citizens of Newton. The 
ever-increasing burden of real estate taxation has got to stop 
before it becomes a veritable “old man of the sea” and de- 
stroys the taxpayer. The problem is far from a simple one 
and the spread of taxpayers’ associations all over the state 
is an indication of the feeling of Massachusetts citizens. With 
increased welfare and public payrolls, with governmental ac- 
tivity extending into fields never before dreamt of it is quite 
possible that the taxpayers as a group will find themselves in 
a minority if they are not # already so. The desired end can 
only be reached through organization and common endeavor. 
A note of warning should be sounded, however, as we think 
over past experiences of such organizations. We trust that the 
members of the Newton Taxpayers’ Association will make 
haste slowly and will fully deliberate the questions before 
them. Both sides of the issues to be faced should have equal 
consideration before a stand is taken on any matter regardless 
of prior action of any other similar association in any part of 
the state. On this basis alone the Newton organization can 
become an aid of good government and not simply a blind 
follower of the views of others. 


Commonwealth nve. will become n 
veritable flower garden If a proposed 
plan to transform the grass reserva- 
tion dividing the two roadways is car 
ried out. Directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce have instructed Secre- 
tary Rupert C. Thompson to write to 
garden clubs and improvement socle 
ties requesting their cooperation. 
These and similar village organiza- 
tions will be asked to carry on the 
work in sections of the reservation in 
their districts. These will include 
Chestnut Hill. Newton Centre, New 
tonville. West Newton and Auburn- 
dale. The forestry department will 
also lie asked to aid in making tin 
reservation, formerly used by the Mid- 
dlesex & Boston Street Railway’: 
trolley tracks. The reservation was 
grassed over when the tracks were 
removed and the trolley cars replaced 
by busses a few years ago. 

The development of flower gardens 
along the avenue will acquaint trav- 
elers more fully with the thought 
that Newton is the “Garden City." 
While there are many beautiful gar- 
dens on private estates, many of them 
are off the beaten path and the Ave- 
nue gardens may well prove to be of 
considerable advertising value to the 
city. 

No citizen of Newton needs to be 
told that th’e playgrounds rank among 
the finest in the eohntry but many 
may not know that the children of 
Newton have a reputation for making 
excellent handicraft from discarded 
materials. Even' year an appeal is 
made asking Newton people to save 
odds and ends gathered during the 
year, such as empty spools, stockings, 
ribbons, tape, pieces of silk or cloth. 
Paper dolls, envelope linings, em- 
broidery materials, wool or articles 
suitable for prizes. A generous re- 
sponse is always made to this appeal 
and the materials thus donated aid in 
keeping five hundred young children 
busy and happy during the summer 
season.

Newton Republican, May 19, 1877

A change in the arrangements for 
music at the First Church, Newton 
Centre is contemplated. A chorus 
choir will probably take the place of 
the quartette which has so acceptably 
led In service of song.

The Circuit railroad is finished at 
last. The last rail was spiked down 
on Tuesday. It will be ready for run 
ning of trains next Sunday. The work 
has been done in the most substantial 
manner. The rails weigh 72 pounds 
per yard; all the bridges are iron 
there are no grade crossings.

There 
is no doubt it will largely increase the 
population as it makes available a 
large tract of land in parts of the 
city that are well situated for resi- 
dences.

The report made by the Finance 
Committee of tlie Newton Bonrd of 
Aldermen on May 4th regarding the 
various city departments compliment- 
ed the Fire Department uh being “one 
of the model departments” of the city. 

Naturally, the firemen huve been quite 
pleased over such praise. Some of 
them believe it should assist their 
cause in obtaining a two-platoon sys- 
tem. Pessimists, however, wonder 
that if the fire department is now con- 
sidered as being highly efficient, if a 
change will he made. 

The report stated that the reorgani- 
zation of tlie Health Department has 
been very beneficial to tho city. Tho 
comment is made — "We suggest, how- 
ever, a close watch be kept on activi- 
ties that are proposed for considera- 
tion by the Health Department in 
order that too much paternalism may 
not creep in and the city pay for serv- 
ices that should rightfully be paid 
for by recipients.” Such paternalism 
on the part of the Health Depart- 
ment recently caused protests by a 
group of Newton physicians. While 
any humane person will agree that 
poor persons should be provided with 
proper medicnl care, mosL citizens 
will concur with the objections of 
physicians that the city should not 
intrude into activities that would han- 
dicap the livelihoods of members of 
a profession who make greater sacri- 
fices than do most people. 

The recommendations of the 
Finance Committee regarding the 
Playground Department should meet 
with the approval of Newton resi- 
dents. There should be an assistant 
superintendent of playgrounds be- 
cause of the fact that the Superin- 
tendent is only a part time official, 
and playground supervisors should he 
selected from Newton residents. The 
contention of the Finance Committee 
relative to the superiority of tractors 
over horses for sidewalk plows is not 
concurred with by a large percentage 
of older Newton residents who re- 
member how well sidewalks in this 
city were plowed years ago when the 
street department owned a sufficiency 
of powerful horses. Tractor propelled 
plows are O. K. on wide sidewalks, 
hut they cannot be operated on the 
many narrow sidewalks in this city.

THE WEEK IN NEWTON SPORTS

NEWTON FAVORITE IN 
HARVARD TRACK GAMES 


In spile of Ihe fact that Ray Huling, 
top-notch hurdler and jumper of the 
Newton High track team, has been 
declared ineligible on tlie eve of the 
Harvard University interscholastics, 
Newton is still the favored team. 
Training intensively for this first ma- 
jor meet of the outdoor season, Don 
Enoch’s boys are in far better shape 
for the stadium games tomorrow than 
they were two weeks ago when they 
won the Worcester Interscholastics by 
a margin of twenty-five points. Wheth- 
er or not the loss of Ray Huling will 
throw them badly off stride is prob- 
lematical, but the chances are that 
Newton will still have a command- 
ing lead over Everett, Brookline, and 
tlie others. 

Brookline, with Robin Hartman a 
certain scorer in tlie hurdles and tlie 
high jump, is a possible threat, but 
Monty Wells has very little to show 
beside this ace. Newton's best bets 
are Warren Wittens in the low hur- 
dles and broad jump, in both of 
which he is the defending champion, 
Paul Forte and Frank Hines in tlie 
100-yard dash, Jerry Allen and Bud 
Muther in the 220, Nathaniel Heard 
in tlie shotput and discus, Elmer Ross 
in the 880, Mike Regan in the 880 and 
Paul Dussossoit in tlie hurdles. 

Green Leads Harvard To Win 

Milton Green, former Newton Higli 
track captain, led his Harvard track 
team to a brilliant victory in the sec- 
ond nnnual heptagonal track and field 
meet last Saturday at the Harvard 
Stadium. Green won the low hurdles 
with a new record of 23.5 seconds, 
equalled tlie record of 15 seconds in 
the high hurdles, and set a new rec- 
ord of 24 ft. 3-4 in. in the broad jump. 
Actually, Milt ran the final in the 
high hurdles in 14.6s, hut a good 
following wind nullified that fast time, 
and prevented him from setting a 
third record. Harvard won the meet 
with 64 1-5 points, while Cornell was 
second with 45 1-5, and Dartmouth, 
Yale, Princeton, Pennsylvania and 
Qolutnhia trailed in that order. Had 
Milt Green continued at Cornell, 
where he spent his freshman year, 
tlie score of the meet might well have 
been Cornell 60 1-5, Harvard 49 1-5 
and so on. Milt Green ought to make 
the Olympic track team in one of his 
three events.

Tlie last two committees are new, 
the Legislation Committee having as 
its chief work the following of leg- 
islative hills as presented to the Gen- 
eral Court which concern hospitals in 
general and seeing that the Newton 
Hospital is represented at hearings on 
these hills when necessary. The Pub- 
lic Relations Committee has in charge 
tie- dissemination of publicity which 
will he for the furtherance of the best 
interests of the Newton Hospital. 

As the year 1935 was the biggest, 
busiest and best in the history of 
the Newton Hospital, the first, quar- 
ter of 1936 was likewise the biggest, 
busiest and best three months in its 
history. The total operating income 
reached nearly $S0,000 against 
average quarterly income last year of 
less than $75,000. The operating ex- 
penses reached nearly $100,000 for the 
quarter, against an average last year 
of about $92,000. The increase in both 
income and out-go is accounted for, 
by the large increase in the number 
of patients in the hospital, the daily 
average being nearly 192, against 17: 
last year. In the last ten years — 
1925 to 1935 — the daily average of pa- 
tients lias been ns follows: 113, 115, 116, 
124. 137, 145, 14S, 152, 163. 167. which 
means that with respect to accom- 
modations for patients, the Hospital 
before many years will be in the 
same condition as in 1929, previous to 
the opening of the new building. With 
these facts in mind, the Trustees were 
urged to give very serious thought as 
to what can be done to get more 
rooms for both patients and nurses, 
the problem must be faced before 
long. 

Necessary reorganizations of depart- 
ments and increases in personnel and 
equipment have been made. In the 
accounting office, where the most rad- 
i< al reorganisation occurred, the re- 
sults of the changes appear to jus- 
tify the cost. In fact, it is doubtful 
whether, under the old system, the 
heavy business of the past few months 
could have been satisfactorily handled 
without adding largely to the person- 
nel of the office. 

Tlje bus shelter on Washington st. 
at tlie foot of the stairs leading to 
the Out-Patient Department is practi- 
cally completed. It has been erected 
tor convenience and protection of the 
Hospital members and guests who are 
waiting for the bus. 

The present ambulance lias been 
in use for about 10 years. The Works 
Committee has been authorized to 
purchase a new one which is badly 
needed. 

The Hospital patients enjoy the con- 
venience of a Hospital Branch of the 
Newton Free Library with the serv- 
ices of a librarian three afternoons a 
week. With the books contributed to 
hospital, the librarian is cataloguing 
and building up for the hospital its 
own library. 

Through the efforts of the Hospital 
Aid Association, Mrs. Maynard Hut- 
chinson. chuirman, the X-Ray Depart- 
ment of tlie hospital lias within two 
months been equipped with the latest 
in X-Ray tables. 

Dr. Chester M. Jones of Newton 
Centre, Associate Physician at the 
Massachusetts General Hospital and 
Associate Professor of Medicine at 
tin* Harvard Medical School has been 
appointed Consultant in Medicine. He 
replaces Dr. Edwin Locke who re- 
signed to accept a position at Wil- 
liams College. Dr. Allen I. Sher- 
man nf West Newton, has been ap- 
pointed a Volunteer Assistant in the 
Out Patient Department Skin Clinic.

New England Regional 

Planning 


The New England Regional Plan- 
ning Commission, with the co-opera- 
tion of tlie six New England state 
planning boards, has prepared a re- 
port on the present extent of plan- 
ning agencies in New England. At 
the present time, the commission 
states, there are 207 agencies which 
have been created over a period of 
30 years. In the report, Victor M. 
Cutter, chairman of the commission 
says: “It is hoped that the infor- 

mation contained in the report con- 
cerning municipal planning in New 
England may be helpful and stimu- 
lating to all those engaged in plan- 
ning work and that it may result in 
an increased interest in planning on 
the part of those municipalities where 
planning agencies have not yet been 
created.” 

Listed in the report is the Newton 
Planning Board which was organized 
in 1913. The members are as fol- 
lows: James Kingman, chairman, 

Herbert J. Kellaway, Dr. Edward Mel- 
ius. Nelson B. Vanderhoof, Robert A. 
Whidden, Ernest H. Harvey and 
Charles A. Mahoney. Mrs. D. M. 
Goodridge, and Rupert C. Thompson, 
Secretary of the Newton Chamber of 
Commerce represented Newton on the 
Advisory Committee of the New Eng- 
land Regional Planning Commission 
and Victor M. Cutter, the Chairman 
of the Commission, is a resident of 
Newton. 

Based on the results of the survey 
it is shown that 67 per cent of the 
population of New England live in 
municipalities having planning boards, 
and 63 per cent, in zoned communi- 
ties. By population groups there are 
municipal planning agencies in all 13 
New England cities having a popula- 
tion of more than 100,000; 33 of the 
45 cities of 25,000 to 100,000; 59 of the 
86 towns and cities of 10,000 to 25,- 
000; 36 of the 102 cities and towns 
of 5,000 to 10,000; 57 of the 548 towns 
of 1.000 to 5000; and 8 of the 704 
towns of less than 1,000 population.

country. Among his talks ho takes up 
such topics as "Art and the Theatre,” 
“Hopes and Fears for American Art,” 
"The Curse of French Culture," and 
"Contemporary Sculpture.” It is evi- 
dent. from the above that he will have 
much to say that is rousing, and pro- 
vocative to thought and discussion. 

Mr. Kennetli Meyers, world-traveler 
and student, will lecture on Tuesday 
afternoon, the 19th, at 2 o’clock. Mr. 
Meyers has gone into far countries, 
due to his study with Governments of 
their need for hospital service, and he 
has seen political developments that 
no one not so working could possibly 
learn. He has been in that portion 
of China that is involved in Japan’s 
present expansion program, and ho 
has a "close-up” view of Japan’s 
methods as a colonizing power in 
Korea, and has learned from the very 
lips of leading Japanese their intent 
toward China. Ho spent months in 
Africa, studying political events: 
events, whose full meaning have not 
been revealed, he declares, and "that 
mny involve another world catastro- 
phe.” To hear what he has to say 
may not only he enlightening, but 
"forearming.” He was twice com- 
missioned by the Emperor Haile Selas- 
sie to help in the location of hospitals 
and their manning with American 
doctors and nurses. 

Dr. Joseph M. M. Gray, widely- 
known autiior and lecturer, will speak 
at 2 o’clock on Wednesday afternoon, 
the 20th. his topic "New Horizon in 
Education.” Dr. Gray’s first act as 
Chancellor of the American University 
at Washington, D. C.. was to confer 
upon the President of the United 
States the Honorary Degree of Doctor 
of Laws - President Roosevelt. He 
delivered the Memorial Day address 
at Gettysburg in 1912, and in 1918 
was speaker at the first Memorial 
Services held by American troops at 
Winchester, England. During the 
World War lie lectured on history 
and religious subjects — he is an or- 
dained Methodist Minister — in the 
army camps in England and France. 
He encountered a thrilling experience 
aboard a torpedoed ship. He is study- 
ing changes in university instruction 
in the universities of Germany, Aus- 
tria. and other foreign countries, at 
first hand. 

George Dungerfield, known as the 
brilliant young author of “The Strange 
Death of Liberal England." will be the 
speaker Thursday morning, the 21st, 
at 10 a. m. He was horn in Newbury, 
England, in 1906, son of a rector. He 
received his degree in the English 
Honours School of Hertford College, 
Oxford. He has been an editor with 
publishing houses; editor of “Vanity 
Fair," and contributor to many lead- 
ing magazines. His subject “Oppor- 
tunity Knocks for the Woman Writer” 
should lie informative and stimulat- 
ing. 

Besides tlie many prominent speak- 
ers who will address the different 
sessions, the chairman of Music, Mrs.

City May Sell 

Eight Tractors 

According to a statement which 
Mayor Childs is quoted ns having 
made on Tuesday, the city may sell 
eight tractors purchased Into last year 
to he used principally for the purpose 
of pushing plows to remove snow 
from sidewalks. The tractors cost 
$1489.40 each, and while sturdy and 
powerful, allegedly were not practical 
for use in plowing sidewalks. In the 
first place they are too wide to be op- 
erated on many sidewalks in this city 
because of trees and poles which are 
on or nbout the sidewalks. During 
the winter when heavy snow fell, the 
tractors would have to he steered off 
narrow sidewalks when a tree or pole 
obstructed, and then they could not 
he driven over drifts onto the side- 
walk again. 

The problem of removing snow 
from Newton sidewalks remains to 
he solved. In the past when the 
Street Department of Newton owned 
scores of horses, there was a suffl- 
lency of powerful, trained animals 
to pull plows over sidewalks. The 
Street Department now owns but 20 
horses, some of them old and not 
trong enough to pull plows through 
heavy snow. There are 68 sidewalk 
routes to he plowed after snowstorms. 
Last winter the city hired 43 horses 
to assist in this work. Some of the 
steeds were not rugged enough for 
this work, and more balked at tramp- 
ing along sidewalks between trees or 
poles and fences. Heavy draft horses 
have become increasingly harder to 
hire. Not many are in use because 
of motor trucks. The town of Brook- 
line each winter has been hiring 
about a dozen sturdy horses from 
contractors under specified contracts. 
Possibly the Newton Street Depart- 
ment by offering proper inducements 
may be able next winter to obtain 
powerful horses from some New Eng- 
land owners who will not use the 
animals during that season. And 
then again — probably Newton cannot 
procure the animals. 

The Finance Committee of the New- 
ton Board of Aldermen in its report 
to the full Board at the last meeting 
referred to the use of tractors for 
plowing sidewalks by saying— “The 
plowing of sidewalks has never been 
satisfactory, even at the best, by 
horse drawn plows, and while our 
tractor snowplows for sidewalks may 
not be 100% efficient at the present 
time, we believe that a step has been 
made in the right direction, and that 
horse-drawn plows should be elimi- 
nated at the earliest possible mo- 
ment.”

Wellesley Girls 
Testify in Defence 
Of Harvard Student 


Henry C. Weidner. Jr. of New Brigh- 
tcn. Pa., a student at Harvard Col- 
lege was found not guilty of driving 
an automobile while under the influ- 
•nce of liquor by Judge Allen in th' 
Newton court on Wednesday. On the 
night of April 27th as Patrolmen Barr 
and Davis were driving along Wash 
ington st. in a police car. another 
automobile passed them. According 
to the testimony of the police officers 
the occupunts of the car yelled at 
them to "Get to hell out of the way.” 
and also called them "flatfoots.” The 
police stopped the other car. arrested 
Weidner who was driving, and his 
companion, Allen Gooloe. 25. also a 
Harvard student. Gooloe was charged 
with drunkenness. The case was 
called in the Newton court on May 
6th before Judge Allen. At that time 
the defence implied that the officers 
made the arrest because of the uncom- 
plimentary remark which came from 
the car driven by Weidner. The case 
was continued for a week to allow 
the defence to present as witnesses 
two Wellesley College students who 
were in the company of the defen- 
dants on the night of the arrest. 

The case came up again on Wednes- 
day of tills week. The two Welles- 
ley College students testified that 
they had been with the defendant at 
a beer parlor in Natick and that he 
only drunk a few glasses of beer on 
the night he was arrested. The ar- 
resting officers and Lieutenant Moan 
of the Newton police, who booked 
Weidner and Gooloe when they were 
brought to police headquarters, testi- 
fied that Weidner was drunk. Judge 
Allen found Weidner not guilty and 
chided the police by saying — “If I 
were an officer and someone called 
me a ‘flatfoot,’ I wouldn’t he handing 
out any bouquets.”

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James Reynolds Talks About 
Welfare Work In Newton; 
There is Little "Chiseling” 

Director of Public Welfare Praised For Efficient Conduct of 
His Department 


Mr. James P. Reynolds, Director of 
the Department of Public Welfare of 
Newton, spoke on the work of his De- 
partment before a gathering of pub- 
lic and private agency executives who 
handle welfare and relief work in this 
city. 

The meeting was called by the New- 
ton Community Chest, which Is plan- 
ning to get a complete picture of the 
entire welfare and relief work in this 
city. 

Represented were the Newton Wel- 
fare Bureau, Mayor’s Relief Commit- 
tee and the WPA, the Newton Cath- 
olic Welfare Committee, Department 
of Public Health, School Department, 
Soldiers’ Relief Department, Newton 
Post 48, American Legion, and the 
Newton Community Chest, Inc. 

Mr. Reynolds spoke of the work of 
his staff of 11 people, expressing his 
appreciation of their co-operation and 
loyal services in handling the local 
Department. 

The Department handles tempora- 
ry aid, with approximately 650 cases 
in this group during the present 
month, which includes the so-called 
chronic cases and supplementary aid 
cases which vary according to WPA 
payments. Mothers’ Aid comes under 
this Department, with a refund of 1-3 
of the amount expended locally being 
paid back to the city by the State, 
in Newton cases, for it is State reg- 
ulated. Old Age Assistance also is 
cared for by Mr. Reynolds’ Depart- 
ment. There are 230 persons receiv- 
ing Old Age Assistance in Newton at 
present. 

Mr. Reynolds stated that from his 
experience in dealing with the relief 
situation locally he could state very 
positively that there are comparative- 
ly few "chiselers” on the local relief 
rolls. He has found that people on 
relief definitely welcome the opportu- 
nity to get out on a job and stand on 
their own feet. He stated that the 
local Community Chest agencies and 
other private agencies had been and 
are of great help to him and to his De- 
partment because of their co-opera-

tlon which makes possible a proper 
correlation of the local relief work. 
Without it, there would be a great 
deal of ’’pulling and hauling” and du- 
plication and many other factors 
which result from improper agency 
relationships. 

Mr. Reynolds has also expressed 
his belief in the need for the clear- 
ing house for all welfare and relief 
enses in the city, the plan which the 
Community Chest is preparing to put 
into operation through its Social Serv- 
ice Index, which practically all cities 
have under the Community Chest of 
Council of Social Agencies. 

Mr. Reynolds stated that he defi- 
nitely favored the new cash plan of 
relief which was inaugurated by May- 
or Childs this year. Mr. Reynolds sta- 
ted that people on relief do have def- 
inite rights and, furthermore, that it 
is a better health guarantee to have 
people eating proper food which they 
get when they can buy it directly. On 
question from the group, Mr. Rey- 
nolds stated that only one store has 
been disciplined for giving cash for 
food orders and that general co-op- 
eration is fine. 

The representatives present at this 
initial meeting were very complimen- 
tary in their remarks about Mr. Rey- 
nolds’ conduct of his Department and 
for his splendidly co-operative atti- 
tude. One man present stated that a 
distinguished observer who has stud- 
ied many public welfare departments 
in the State rates Mr. Reynolds as 
one of the outstanding Public Welfare 
Department Directors in Massachu- 
setts. 

The next meeting of the group is 
called for June 12th.

Building Boom Not 
Much Help To 
Newton Workmen 


According to officials of Newton la- 
bor organizations affiliated with tho 
building trades, the building boom in 
Newton is of little benefit to work- 
men residing in this city. Angus Mac- 
Ivean, agent of the Carpenter’s Dis- 
trict Council states that while it is 
true that there is a building boom 
in the Newtons, under the conditions 
which the houses are being erected, 
and the low wages being paid, the 
boom is not encouraging so far as tho 
welfare of this community is con- 
cerned. 

He says that twelve houses are un- 
der construction in the Cotton st. 
section, and although he has visited 
these houses several times, he has 
not found one Newton man employed 
on them. At another job in Oak Hill 
recently he found four carpenters em- 
ployed, only one of whom is a New- 
ton resident. The other three were 
residents of an adjoining city, .not cit- 
izens of this country, and upon in- 
vestigation it was found they had not 
even paid poll taxes for the past two 
years. At a house under construc- 
tion In Newtonville, for a man who 
is a member of the local Chamber of 
Commerce and engaged in the real es 
tate business, ho found men of three 
different building trades working. 
Not one of them was a Newton resi- 
dent and the mechanics on this job 
were being paid 50 cents per hour, 
which is 20 cents less than the union 
scale for building laborers. Mr. Mac- 
Lean commented — "This is one angle 
of the building boom in the New- 
tons and Wellesley which has not 
aided very materially in the welfare 
ot the building mechanics of this 
community. These conditions are met 
every day, and citizens should be in- 
formed of them.” 


Refuse Taxi Permit 
At Newtonville 


The petition of Walter Maxcey for 
a license to have a taxi location at 
the corner of Washington and Wal- 
nut Sts., Newtonville was turned down 
by the Aldermen on Monday night 
when they refused to authorize a hear- 
ing on this petition. Alderman Col- 
by said that on February 17th the 
Board had refused Maxcey a permit 
for a taxi stand on Bowers st., near 
the stand of the Ross Taxi Company 
He commented that the Aldermen do 
not assign locations for taxi stands, 
this is the function of the Street 
Commissioner. He called attention 
to the rule of the Board which pro- 
hibits a petition being brought in 
more than once in any one year. Al- 
derman Akins said that this rule was 
waived not so long ago to permit a 
petitioner for a gasoline station at 
Newton Highlands to have a second 
hearing and he moved that Maxcey 
get the same privilege. Alderman 
Schipper said he did not believe the 
situation warrants the suspension of 
the rules to grant a second hearing. 
Alderman Walker said there is already 
adequate taxi service at Newtonville.

Canoeists Protest 
Low Water in River 

At a meeting of members of the 
New England Canoe Racing Associa- 
tion held at Necra Centre, Auburn- 
dale on Sunday a new organization 
was formed to investigate the delay 
for the acquiring by the Common- 
wealth of tho water rights at the 
dams in Waltham. The organization 
•will be known as the Charles River 
Waterway Association. In 1813 the 
Boston Manufacturing Company start- 
ed the first large cotton manufactur- 
ing plant in this St ate, using water 
for power. The big flam at Waltham 
was built and water rights acquired. 
A few years later the bleachery was 
started about a half mile down the 
river in Waltham and another dam 
built. The former owners of both 
the big cotton mill and bleachery 
ceased operations some years past 
and the properties were acquired by 
others, who also got the water rights. 
For the past few years, the gates at 
the dams have been left open even 
during low water seasons in the river 
and the former pleasant stretch of 
river between Waltham and Newton 
Lower Falls has been changed into 
miles of foul smelling mud flats. The 
water which is allowed to flow down 
the river has not been used, for the 
most part for power purposes, and 
many have believed that the river has 
been drained just to force the pur- 
chase of the water rights. Not only 
has the river become an eyesore, but 
the mud flats have menaced health. 
Last year the Legislature appropri- 
ated $25,000 to purchase the rights 
at the Moody st. dam. but because of 
legal complications the purchase has 
not been consummated. 


Hearing on Pelham 
Street Widening 

A hearing will be held at City Hall 
on Wednesday night. May 27th. before 
the Board of Aldermen on a petition 
of the Newton Centre Improvement 
Association~Ior the widening of Pel- 
ham st., Newton Centre. Aldeiman 
Temperley said that reference to this 
matter was on the docket of the Aider- 
men at the meeting on April 21st. but 
through some oversight no action was 
taken on it. He said that City So- 
licitor Bartlett had advised that a 
public hearing should be held on this 
matter.

At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night a hearing 
was held on the petitions of Lincoln 
Alvord asking for the discontinu- 
ance of a narrow strip of Centre st. 
between Pelham and Pleasant sts., 
and the relocating and widening of 
Centre st. at the corners of Pelham 
and Pleasant sts. Charles D. Nevin, 
President of the Newton Centre Im- 
provement Association, was the first 
speaker when this hearing was an- 
nounced. He stated that on April 18 
the Improvement Association sent a 
letter to the Board of Aldermen urg- 
ing that Pelham st. he widened by 
the city before a new business block 
be erected on the lot at the corner of 
Centre and Pelham sts. He said Pel- 
ham st. is very narrow and should be 
widened. He stated that if the street 
is not widened, and the proposed block 
will be built as planned, congestion 
worse than has been experienced on 
Sumner st. near the Newton Centre 
postoffice will result. Mr. Nevin said 
that Pelham st.. paralleling Beacon 
st.. is much used by automobiles 
which seek to avoid the traffic lights 
at Centre and Beacon sts. If cars 
are parked on both sides of Pelham st. 
there is room but for one car to pass. 
He said that with new stores along 
Pelham st., a very bad traffic condi- 
tion will follow. 

Mr. Nevin said that about 10 days 
after the letter had been sent by the 
Newton Centre Improvement Asso- 
ciation to the Aldermen on April 18, 
a permit was issued by the Newton 
Buildings Department for the erection 
of a business block on the lot in ques- 
tion and the work of excavating and 
building a foundation commenced. On 
May 11th the Improvement Association 
sent another letter to the Aldermen 
advocating the widening of Pelham 
st. Mr. Nevin said that Pelham st. 
will eventually have to be widened 
and if this improvement is postponed 
until after the new building will have 
been erected, the cost of the street 


widening will be very expensive. He 
also opposed the acceptance of Mr. 
Alvord’s proposal to have the city 
exchange 385 square feet of land 
along Centre st. for land about half 
that area at the corners of Pelham 
and Pleasant sts., and a narrow strip 
along Pelham st. He stated that land 
along Centre st. in the Newton Cen- 
tre business section is quite valuable 
and the city should at least obtain 
equal value in the swap. 

Phillip C. Scott, attorney for Mr. 
Alvord said the lines of the lot were 
surveyed by Mr. Smilie in 1884. He 
said the two corners which it is pro- 
posed to give the city at Pelham and 
Pleasant sts., have been used by the 
public for about 50 years. However, 
taxes on the land occupied by these 
corners have been paid by the own- 
ers of the property Involved. Mr. 
Scott said that the proposed building 
will cost about $40,000, that leases 
for all the stores it will contain have 
been made, and if the owners are 
forced now to alter plans because of 
a widening of Pelham st, they will be 
put to much expense and damages 
will be sought from the city. 

Alderman Temperley asked Mr. 
Scott if in connection with the issu- 
ance of the building permit, there 
was not an agreement that no work 
should be done at present on the 
foundation next to the Centre st. line? 
Mr. Scott replied in the affirmative 
and said that the foundation has not 
been built on that side. Temperley 
said that the foundation of the new 
building has been built further out 
along Pelham st. than was the build- 
ing formerly on the land, and it ex- 
tends partly onto the line of the old 
sidewalk. Temperley stated that be- 
cause the two corners at Centre and 
Pelham and Centre and Pleasant sts. 
have been used by the public as side- 
walks for 50 years, he questions if 
this land now belongs to the owners 
of the abutting property. In reply

Much has been written in 
the metropolitan press about the wasteful extravagance per- 
mitted in some other cities. It is extremely gratifying to have 
the assurance of the local Welfare Director that there are com- 
paratively few so-called “chiselers” on the local rolls. Mr. 

Reynolds also expressed the need for the clearing house of 
relief work activities as planned by the Community Chest. Al- 
though Mr. Reynolds has been director of local welfare work 
for the city but little more than a year he hits been quietly and 
efficiently performing his duties. He is receiving the com- 
mendation of those who are interested in this work and who 
know the difficulties encountered. The welfare problem is 
one of our most difficult and our local administrators need the 
co-operation, patience and understanding of all citizens. 


THE BUILDING BOOM 

Although considerable emphasis is laid upon the necessity 
and desirability of a resumption of activity in the building 
industries as an important step in the recovery from the de- 
pression it is evident that little local benefit will be realized 
unless local labor shares in the work thus created. The rev- 
elation that but little and in some cases no local labor is being 
employed on buildings in Newton is discouraging to a con- 
siderable degree. Building activity has been on the increase 
in Newton for the past few months. It was accordingly 
believed that local labor was being employed to a large extent 
and that a reduction in local welfare expenses might well 
follow. Unless local labor is employed there can be no re- 
duction in welfare expenses. It seems reasonable to believe 
that some steps should be taken to obtain the co-operation 
of builders in the employment of local labor.

A recent acquisition has been a 
beautiful (’bickering piano, donated 
by Mrs. Nelson A. Hallett of Walnut 
st. The Auburndale Nurseries have 
donated evergreens and shrubs for 
the foundation planting, and paint has 
been donated by the Norfolk Paint 
Company. 

The financial backing has been pro- 
vided by a very efficient committee 
under the leadership of Frederic B. 
Eastman. Treasurer of the Group, who 
have been able throughout to keep the 
books in the black. 

Under the leadership of William 
Bradford Gove, Scoutmaster, and Clar- 
ence Doten, Cuhmaster, the Group has 
come to the end of the year with the 
largest membership of its history. No 
small part of this success has been duo 
to the fine work of the fathers who 
assumed the duties of Patrol and Den 
dads and have spent ranch time in 
working with the boys in an effort 
to give them greater opportunities for 
Scouting.

New Restrictions 
For Store Awnings 

Awnings In Newton, and marquees 
and shades as well, must ho at least 
7 1 - feet above sidewalks In the fu- 
ture. No awnings, marquees or shades 
can he placed over sidewalks with- 
out permits first hnving been obtained 
irom the Street Commissioner, and 
each must have a metal tag attached 
showing that such a permit has boon 
granted. A fee of $1 must he paid 
for each permit. For many years a 
city ordinance has specified that an 
awning or marquee must bo at least 
9 feet above a sidewalk. Nine feet 
is too high for practical purposes in 
some cases and some storekeepers 
have had awnings in front of their 
premises ns low as 6 feet, and even 
lower. Other storekeepers in recent 
years, particularly fruit dealers, have 
hung curtains from awnings, blocking 
off sections of sidewalks. The po 
lice have been lax in enforcing the 
awning ordinance. A- few months ago 
Alderman Akins, who is well over 6 
feet in height, complained at a meet 
ing of low awnings hitting pedes- 
trian’s heads. As a result, the Claims 
& Rules Committee of the Board drew 
up a revised ordinance which is fair 
to merchants, and should be enforced 
by tlie police. The revised ordinance 
provides a penalty of $5 per day for 
violation of the rule.

THE NEWBERY MEDAL BOOKS 

The John Newbery modal was estab- 
lished and endowed by Frederic G. 
Melcher, co-editor of The Publishers’ 
Weekly and president of the R. It. 
Bowker Company. It will lie inter- 
esting to Newton people to know that 
Mr. Melcher was a former Newton 
resident. The medal is awarded by 
the Children’s Librarians section of 
the American Library Association an- 
nually at the American Library As- 
sociation meeting, for the "most dis- 
tinguished contribution to American 
literature for children written dur- 
ing the last year.” The medal is named 
in honor of the famous London book- 
seller and publisher of the 18th cen- 
tury called “The Father of Children’s 
Literature.”

NEWTON WINS HARVARD 
MEET WITH 31 POINTS 

The Newton High School track team 
continued its high-hnnded monopoly 
of the current season by winning the 
Harvard University interscholastics 
hands down Inst Saturday at the sta- 
dium. Don Enoch’s eight point-win- 
ners stacked up 31 points, scoring in 
every event except the half-mile run, 
and had plenty to spare over Boston 
English and Brockton, with 17 and 
16 points respectively. 

Warren Wittens, Newton’s unas- 
suming, unbeatable leader on the cin- 
ders, was the only double winner In 
Class A, winning the 120-yard low 
hurdles from his arch-rival, Hartman 
of Brookline, and setting a new rec- 
ord of 22 ft.

Cora F. Stoddard, formerly of Aus- 
tin street. Newtonville died on May

MISS ELIZABETH FYFFE 

Judging by the poise of the small 
artists at the two concerts of the All 
Newton Music School given every De- 
cember and May in the Newton High 
School auditorium, such an ordeal 
is unknown In their families. Little 
girls who are hardly big enough to 
climb on the piano stool march in 
calmly and take their part with great 
dignity, and from that age to the 
oldest high school student, and the 
several brilliant post-graduates, there 
is a finish, and a style to the perform- 
ance of each and every one. These 
concerts are, of course, the high spots 
of the year, and perhaps only fifteen 
soloists out of a school of 200 take 
part in them, but they are obviously 
the result of earnest work, of teach- 
ing which exacts real effort over a 
long period of time. 

The course, and curriculum of the 
All Newton Music School is as severe 
as that of a grammar school, and as 
varied. It is a school set aside just 
for music, which gives it many ad- 
vantages that encourage pupiis < to 
study well. The course of study is 
carefully supervised and the examina- 
tions and promotions keep (he pupils 
up to the mark. Its certificates of 
achievement and Its diplomas have a 
value recognized all over the coun- 
try, and are not to he won easily. 

The All Newton Music School be- 
lieves that every child who really 
wants and deserves a musical educa- 
tion should have it. and that that edu- 
cation should he a good one. This 
education does not stop with the teach- 
ing of music, the ability to read and 
to play It, but includes training that 
will incorporate that music into the 
child’s daily life. 

Beside the individual lessons in five 
departments. Piano, Cello, Violin. Clar- 
inet, and Voice, there are groups 
which learn to play together and thus 
become acquainted with great music. 
There are theory classes, classes in 
music appreciation, trios, quartets, 
and orchestras which combine to form 
the large orchestra for the two main 
concerts of the year. 

These privileges are not easily won. 
No child who does not really love 
music or who will not work is wel- 
come in the school. 

In deserving cases scholarships are 
given. Only distinct talent and a wil- 
lingness for hard work can win that 
help. 

The Music School has given this 
year lessons to 180 pupils, besides 
holding every week 4 orchestral and 
several trio rehearsals. 

If a report were made on the num- 
ber of times the Music School orches- 
tras have been asked to play at club 
meetings, at the community chest 
meetings, or at other functions, the 
citizens of Newton would realize that 
the bread they have cast upon the 
waters has indeed come back to them 
frequently and generously.

Perform Autopsy 
On Waban Man 

Alexander Murray. 54, who resided 
at 126 Beethoven ave.. Waban for the 
pnst two years, died at the Newton 
Hospital on Sunday. Medical Ex- 
aminer Gallagher reported that his 
death was caused hy cerebral hemor- 
rhage and cirrhosis of the liver. His 
funeral service was held on Tuesday 
at Waterman’s Chapel, Brookline. It 
was planned to have the remains cre- 
mated, but orders from District At- 
torney Bishop caused Newton police 
to take charge of the body following 
tho service, and it was taken to the 
Newton Hospital morgue where an 
autopsy was performed by Medical 
Examiner Gallagher. He substanti- 
ated his first finding that death was 
from natural causes. The District 
Attorney's order was prompted by 
relatives of Murray.

Wisconsin Was Thirtieth 

State Admitted to Union 

Wisconsin was the thirtieth state to 
be admitted to the Union, and the last 
to be formed from the “old northwest.” 
It was early explored by Nicolet, La- 
Salle and French traders who made 
the first settlement nt Green Bay in 
1030. Nicolet’s reports of the Mis- 
sissippi river led the Jesuits to believe 
It a passage to India. In 17G3 the 
treaty of Paris gave the territory to 
the English, under whose Jurisdiction 
it remained until 1790, when it was 
ceded to the United States. In 1830 
it was formed into a separate terri- 
tory, and included, besides its present 
area, the present states of Iowa and 
Minnesota and parts of the Dakotas. 
On May 29, 1848, the state was ad- 
mitted into the Union. 

The present Constitution dates back 
from 1848. The population of Wis- 
consin in 1840 was 30,945. The state 
motto is “Clvllltas successit barbarum” 
(“the civilized man succeeds the bar- 
barous”). — Indianapolis News.

Aldermen Refuse 
Petition for Sewer 


Tho petition of Domenlc Lanno of 20 
Broadway terrace, Newtonvllle, ask- 
ing t hat a sewer be constructed In that 
street was refused by the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night. A Hlmilar 
petition by Lanno was refused last 
year by the Aldermen. In addition to 
Lanno, the petition wus signed by 
Howard O’Grady, owner of land abut- 
ting Broadway terrace. William J. 
Doherty of 15 Broadway, wh.o object- 
ed to tho petition last year, also ob- 
jected this year. When the Public 
Works Committee reported against the 
petition on Monday night Alderman 
Guzzi asked why they took such ac- 
tion. Alderman Temperley answered 
that the Ward 2 Alderman believed 
that Lanno’s residence can be served 
by having another cesspool construct- 
ed in the yard there. He said that 
Lanno would have to pay only $70 
toward the cost of the sewer, and the 
other two abuttors, Doherty and 
O’Grudy, would have to pay about 
$ 260 . 

Alderman Guzzi replied by saying 
that last Monday night he had talked 
with Dr. Chope, head of the Newton 
Healtli Department, and the latter had 
stated that a sanitary sewer is need- 
ed on Broadway terrace to serve Lan- 
no’s home. Guzzi argued that the com- 
mittee had reported against tho sew- 
er because of pressure brought to bear 
by Doherty. He said that Doherty re- 
ceives $350 yearly from Newton tax- 
payers for very little work as a Regis- 
trar of Voters, and he can well afford 
to pay his cost for the construction of 
the sewer, when this cost would be 
stretched out into 10 yearly install- 
ments. Alderman Rawson said the 
cesspool at Lanno’s property had not 
been cleaned out for many years and 
a new cesspool will relieve the un- 
healthy condition there. 

Alderman Akins said the matter had 
resolved itself into a Republican and 
Democratic fight. He said Lanno had 
been petitioning for years to have 
the sewer constructed and the objec- 
tor has been using his political pull 
to prevent the sewer being laid. Akins 
said that Doherty owns two lots of 
land abutting Broadway terrace and 
will eventually benefit if the sewer is 
instructed. Guzzi asked if the mem- 
bers of the Public Works Committee 
had inspected the land at Lanno's 
property to prove that it is well 
adapted for a cesspool. . Alderman 
Temperley answered that the commit- 
tee members had not visited the prop- 
erty. Alderman Lyon said he hated to 
see the political question raised. Ho 
said the City Engineer had stated that 
the Lanno land is adapted to a cess- 
pool. Alderman Cronin defended the 
action of the committee in turning 
down the Lanno petition and quoted 
Alderman Hutchinson as an authority 
on this matter. Alderman Guzzi said 
that Dr. Chope is supposed to he a 
high authority on health matters pnd 
despite the fact that he has twice rec- 
ommended a sewer to serve Lanno’s 
home, the Aldermen reject his advice.

Brewer Eddy and Mrs. Ralph Conant 
of Newtonvllle; Secretary, Mrs. 
Charles Bartlett, Newton Centre; 
Treasurer, Mrs. D. Morkey Ixjdge, 
Chestnut Hill; Manager, Mrs. Fran 
els Williams, Newton Centre. Each 
of tho villages of Newton and Wel- 
lesley is represented by a commit- 
tee which has its awn chairman. 
These chairmen with the officers com- 
pose the directors of the shop. 

The Benefit Shop is opened on Mon- 
days from 2 to 4:30 p. m. and on 
Wednesdays and Fridays from 10 a. 
m. to 12 noon. It has for sale a large 
stock of useful articles including 
clothing for men, women and chii 
dren, household furnishings and 
pieces of furniture, jewelry, bric-a- 
brac, hooks and a miscellaneous col- 
lection. The supply of the Shop is 
provided by members of the associa- 
tion and excellent values are obtain- 
able. Much of the clothing is of high 
quality and practically new. Books, 
dishes and other objects can be pur- 
chased at very low prices. The Shop 
constantly needs men’s, boys’ " and 
girls’ clothing, bicycles and bedding, 
for which there is a steady demand. 
During the depression years the Ben- 
efit Shop has been able to assist hun- 
dreds of self-respecting persons who 
were not seeking charity, hut who 
purchased much needed articles at 
low prices. Persons who wish to 
donate articles to the Shop should 
telephone West Newton 1774-J. 

Since Its founding a half century 
ago the Newton Hospital Aid Associ- 
ation has contributed to the hospital 
among other things a free bed, endow- 
ment fund, furnishings for wards, 
chairs, bedding, x-ray equipment and 
other apparatus. Between 1925 and 
1930 the association donated $1".706.92 
to the hospital and from 1930 to the 
present time more than $10,000 has 
in ( n given to the hospital by t he 
association. It al£o gave $25,000 for 
the new hospital. The Benefit Shop 
has been an important factor in ob- 
taining money for much of these dona- 
tions and it is worthy of the support 
of Newton people. 

WEST NEWTON COMMUNITY 
CENTRE 

"What do you do at the West New- 
ton Community Centre?” is frequent- 
ly asked by those who have seen the 
name listed as one of the member 
agencies of the Newton Community 
Chest, Inc., but who have not had an 
opportunity to visit the activities. 

During the past winter forty-one 
different activities have been con- 
ducted at the Centre with an attend- 
ance of 13.S29. These activities are 
varied, according to the interests of 
the people attending, and range from 
a Pre-School Kindergarten for chil- 
dren just under school age. through 
sewing, cooking, woodworking, game 
groups, dancing classes, dramatic clubs 
and social clubs for afternoon groups 
to the activities for older boys and 
girls and women, including basketball, 
social clubs, handicraft classes, boxing 
and caddy clubs.

Clubwomen know that the keynote 
of activities and aims is always struck 
by the executive office In any business 
and concern. From them spreads out, 
as a ripple In the vast river of plans, 
the report, and organization for the 
development of this report, to each 
successive minor group of officers and 
workers, from president to superin- 
tendent. to manager, to employee. So 
in the gigantic work of the Women’s 
Clubs, the first steps for activity and 
aim are considered by the General 
Federation. Delegates gathering from 
all the States for one of their Council 
Meetings hear this keynote, and being 
the outstanding and representative 
women of the clubs of the country, 
they carry home news of this compo- 
sition to the State Federations, and 
they to the individual clubs, and there 
it is set actively to work to compose 
the harmony, through club presidents, 
chairmen, and club members, which 
will see these keynotes transcribed 
into active attempt and achievement. 
For this reason it is wise, even nec- 
essary, for clubwomen to be Informed 
upon the events of such a Council 
Meeting of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs. They can neither 
work effectively, nor even know to 
what ends they are working, unless 
they are informed upon the aims and 
achievements of the largest organiza- 
tion of women in the world, so that 
the groups affiliated therewith can 
take up their business. For this rea- 
son your Editor endeavors twice or 
more times each Club Year to keep 
the clubwomen of Newton — nearly 
three thousand strong, and one of the 
largest groups In the State of Massa- 
chusetts. and one to which the State 
Federation looks for support because 
of Its thinking members — informed 
upon the meetings of the General Fed- 
eration. 

The highlights of what was said and 
done at Miami, Florida, during the 
days April 27th through May first, are 
given, therefore, in brief. 

On Saturday, April 25th, delegates — 
many of them club presidents — were 
pouring into Miami, about 700 strong, 
to this Council Meeting of — as has 
been said the largest organization of 
women in the world, having more than 
15,000 clubs affiliated, with a member- 
ship of over two million. The Miami 
Biltmore Hotel was official headquar- 
ters. The Juniors had their headquar- 
ters at the Casa Loma Hotel. All 
sessions of the Convention were held 
in the spacious Ballroom of the Miami 
Biltmore Country Club. The Juniors 
held their sessions in the Country 
Club Grill. 

Mrs. Roberta Campbell Lawson, of 
Tulsa. Okla., president of the General 
Federation, presided, assisted at times 
by the vice-presidents. Mrs. T. V. 
Moore, of Miami, a State director, and 
also chairman of Juniors, had the col- 
ossal task of Convention chairman, 
with all it entailed of arrangements 
for the comfort and efficiency of the 
gathering. The Dade County Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs was the offi- 
cial hostess for the Council Meeting, 
the 17th such meeting of the Federa- 
tion. 

On Sunday, April 26th, the delegates 
attended services at 11 a. m., in the 
Coral Gables Congregational Church 
and in the Bryan Memorial Church. 
Sunday evening, at 8 o’clock. Rev. 
Leslie J. Barnette, Pastor of the Con- 
gregational Church, conducted special 
services for the clubwomen. 

Mrs. Lawson held a preconvention 
meeting to smooth the way for the 
week’s work of the Executive com- 
mittee at !! a. m. Sunday. 

At 4 in the afternoon, the first of 
the many social events planned for the 
delegates, was a Tea at the home of 
Mrs. Robert Pentland, with Mrs. 
Moore as co-hostess, honoring Mrs. 
Lawson and other club officers. On 
Monday, at noon, the Miami Woman’s 
Club tendered a Luncheon to all the 
clubwomen, with Mrs. Lawson honor- 
guest. This was held in the Audi- 
torium of their Club House, which was 
taxed to capacity, about 250 club- 
women attending. Mrs. Jerome T. 
Feaster, president, presented Mrs. 
Lawson with a bouqet of gardenias. 

This was termed a “Tropical Lunch- 
eon.’’ since it had the very cleverly 
carrled-out motif of serving tropical 
fruits and vegetables, that the dele- 
gates might become acquainted with 
them. In similar vein, Mrs. Myrtle 
Taylor Bradford read excerpts from 
her book. “U-Le-Lah,” dealing with 
Florida history; and George E. Mer- 
rick told them, most entertainingly, 
"Things You Should Know About Us.” 
And, of course, there was music. 

The table was centered with a min- 
iature imitation of Biscayne Bay, out- 
lined in seu shells, and simulating the 
sea with sand and ocean flora, and 
tropical flowers and shrubs were com- 
bined in colorful decorations through- 
out tin* cluhrooms. Place cards were 
tiny sail-bouts mudo of sea shells. 

Adolph Seerth sang “When the 
Moon Shines Over Coral Gables” und 
"Swunee River,” with piano accom- 
paniment by Eddie Squires. Vocal 
numbers also were given by the Cush- 
man School chorus, under the direc- 
tion of Miss Catherine Christie.

Coming of the railroad and steam- 
hip were noted as beginnings of south 
Florida's place as a center of nation- 
ally-famous activities. 

The formal opening of the Council 
Meeting came Monday evening at 7:30 
o’clock with a dinner and entertain- 
ment in the dining-room and terraces 
of the Miami Biltmore Hotel. The 
Governor of Florida, Hon. Dave 
Sholtz, welcomed the delegates. Oth- 
er prominent county and city officials 
gave them greetings. 

The entertainment, besides an or- 
chestra, a quartet, and tap-dancing, 
was decidedly beautiful and unusual 
in feature scenes from the Pan-Amer- 
ican Pageant. 

On Tuesday morning Mrs. Lawson 
gave her President’s Address. 

•With the turmoil of conflicting 
minds and boundary desires among 
the European nations, we Americans 
are more obligated than ever to real- 
ize the necessity for a tolerant under- 
standing and a clear thinking,’’ she 
declared. 

“We must realize that we cannot 
mold all the nations of the world 
into one civilization or one trend of 
thought any more than we can pro- 
duce a great chorus with a single 
voice, or a symphonic program with 
one instrument, no matter how fine 
the director. We need the blending 
of the whole civilization in a voice of 
sympathetic understanding, and we 
know full well that this can only bo 
brought about by the one possibili- 
ty of ‘unity in diversity’ — carrying 
tiie spiritual, the Golden Rule, into 
everyday living.” 

Mrs. Lawson began her address 
by giving an account of the activities 
carried on in the office of the presi- 
dent of tin* General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs at Headquarters in 
Washington. “Last month we re- 
ceived and answered 2,000 letters in 
the president’s office alone, which is 
but a reflection of the actual work 
that goes on in the president’s of- 
fice which i a consulting office for 
all the chairmen; and intermediary 
between our government, outside or- 
ganizations of importance and our 
own Federation; a planning center for 
our annuul meetings, and a general 
supervisory for the entire headquar- 
ters.” 

Discussing citizenship matters, 
Mrs. Lawson said, "While the Gen- 
eral Federation does not in any way 
presume to dictate the party vote, yet 
we do urge the registered expression 
of ewry woman voter. Let us give 
spinal attention to the young womau 
voting for the first time, that she may 
In* ii Ginetl of the full significance of 
citizenship responsibilities. The 
tin : me of your strength will ubso- 
1 1 > : * 1 v be weighed this fall.” 

Mrs. Lawson said that the Board 
"i Directors reaffirms its stand on 
ib* principle of protecting the civil 
service rights of women, and pluns 
immediate uggresslon in applying this 
principle in seeking the repeal of 
Section 213 of the Economy Act of 
1 932. 


Newtonville Club 
To Celebrate 
Home-Owning 

A post-season meeting to celebrate 
the cancelation of the mortgage note 
on the Newtonville Womans Club 
House property hns been arranged for 
Thursday. May 28th, at 2:30 p. m., 
by a Special committee, consisting of 
the president, Mrs. H. Clayton Pear- 
son; Mrs. Irving O. Palmer, president 
from 1912 to 1915, and Mrs. Albert 
D. Auryansen. president from 1929 
to 1931. 

Representatives of the State and 
Newton Federations, of the Twelfth 
District, and of neighboring clubs have 
been invited to be present, and it is 
hoped that at least three of the char- 
ter members (1884) will attend, as well 
as several past presidents of the Club. 

The program as arranged includes 
two-minute talks by past presidents, 
und a brief paper on “Club Memor- 
ies.” compiled by Mrs. Wallace C. 
Boyden and Mrs. John W. Byers. 

The canceled mortgage will be 
burned, and there will he music and 
refreshments. The liquidation of the 
indebtedness is made possible through 
the generosity of the late Miss Susy 
A. Dickinson, a loyal and enthusiastic 
Club member from 1884 to 1930, who 
was the daughter of Mrs. John W. 
Dickinson, the founder of the Club. 
Miss Dickinson willed to the organi- 
zation a substantial amount in in- 
vested securities from which was es- 
tablished The Susy A. Dickinson Fund, 
and which it was deemed prudent to 
save toward the purchase of a Club 
House. At the time, however, when 
the members of the Club voted to pur- 
chase the present property, there was 
a marked depreciation In the value 
of the Club’s inheritance, so that the 
Finance officers refrained from draw- 
ing upon the Dickinson Fund, but bud- 
geted each year the expenses and phi- 
lanthropies which had to be earned. 
Cnreful administration, particularly 
on the parts of the treasurer, the 
Finance committee, and Ways and 
Means committees, have made it possi- 
ble to keep intact the Dickinson Fund 
until this spring when the conditions 
were propitious for converting the se- 
curities to cancel the mortgage and 
so strengthen the Club to pursue its 
activities even more vigorously than 
heretofore. 

Plans Formulated 
By Newton Fed. 

The last Executive Board Meeting 
of the Club Year of the Newton Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs was held 
Monday, May lltli. at 10 a. m., in the 
Newton Library. Tentative dates and 
locations were planned for the three 
yearly meetings and for the monthly 
Executive Board meetings for next 
season. It was decided to have a 
Non-Partisan Rally in October, and a 
study group and conferences on Taxa- 
tion during the winter. 

The president, Mrs. J. Earle Parker, 
introduced Miss Rose Trainer,’ a rep- 
resentative of the Division of the 
Blind. Department of Education, Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. Miss 
Trainer spoke of the work at the 
Blind Handicraft Shop, 73 Newbury 
street, Boston; of the sale sponsored 
there in March by the National Civic 
Federation; and asked the Newton 
Federation to sponsor a three-day 
sale for the Blind early in June; this 
sale to he conducted in co-operation 
with the Churches of Newton at a 
central location. The Federation vo- 
ted to sponsor the sale as outlined, 
and named Mrs. J. Earle Parker 
Mrs. Edgar P. Hay, and Mrs. Anton 
A. Wild hostesses. 
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Boston Business Goes home 
To Lunch 
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"We all know that Section 213 of 
the Economy Act provides that in 
any reduction of personnel in gov- 
ernment service, married persons 
having a spouse also employed shall 
be the first dismissed, ami that prel - 
erence shall be given to other than 
such persons in subsequent appoint- 
ments. 

“The Government Workers’ Coun- 
cil sent out 1900 questionnaires; 
nearly 700 replies came in from per- 
sons who hud lost their positions, and 
these were analyzed by the Women's 
Bureau of the Department of Labor. A 
large proportion were between the 
ages of 30 and 45. When the survey 
was taken, 80 per cent had found no 
other work and had joined the ranks 
of the unemployed. Sixteen couples 
separated in order to keep their jobs." 

Mrs. Lawson pointed out that those 
thrown out of work had to let go 
their maids, luundresses, and house- 
workers, thereby adding to unemploy- 
ment. Many of the young couples 
were paying for homes and hud to 
lose them. It was found that four- 
fifths of the positions vacuted hud to 
be filled again and inexperienced 
workers wero called in. 

“Congressman Cellar, of Now York, 
has introduced a hill to repeal Sec- 
tion 213. Tho hill also provides that 
no future appointments shall he made 
to members of families already repre- 
sented in government service where 
tho combined sulurles of the mem- 
bers would equul or exceed $4000. 
This would still muuu that wives 
could not ho ippointed if husbands 
wero making as much as $4000, but it 
would apply to other members of a fam- 
ily also and would not bo a discrim- 
ination against ono group of citizens. 
Married women are first of ull women, 
and discrimination against thorn is 
discrimination against women as a 
whole. Wo should guard jealouuly and 
sacredly our pluco in tho world today. 
Surely all women are entitled to life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness 
in the wuy they muy best find ft.”

Mrs. Lawson’s address was tho es- 
tablishment of a National Academy 
of Public . Affairs, for which the Fed- 
eration has been working since 1929. 
Representative Wesley E. Disney, 
from Oklahoma, 1ms Introduced Into 
Congress a bill providing for such an 
Institution, to train men and women 
for administrative service in national 
and international affairs. 

"Nothing would more effectively 
assist in wiping out the teaching of 
false doctrines than a thorough edu- 
cation in our own government forma- 
tion,” she said. 

The report of the treasurer. Mrs. 
LaFell Dickinson, showed that the 
total net worth* of the General Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs is $504,432 

While the report on Membership 
did not come until Wednesday morn- 
ing, tho 29th, its facts rightfully be- 
long here, while on the subject of the 
organization: 

Membership increase for the year 
ending March 1, 1936, was 26,672, the 
report of Mrs. William Waller Slay- 
den, Los Angeles, chairman of Fed- 
eration Extension committee, showed. 

Nine States show more than 1000 
net gain, with Ohio leading and win- 
ning the $10 prize. The other prize 
goes to District of Columbia. 

While most of tho State Federations 
have been "on the air" for several 
years this year is the first the Gen- 
eral Federation, through the courtesy 
of National Broadcasting Company, 
has inaugurated a weekly broadcast 
over a nation-wide hook-up, at 2:45 
p. m., E. S. T., Fridays, Mrs. Edgar 

B. Meritt, Washington, D. C., Radio 
chairman, reported on Wednesday. She 
also said that in a recent survey, it 
was found that the women’s choice of 
adult programs showed a marked pre- 
dominant preference for commend- 
able drama, symphony orchestras, na- 
tional news broadcast and programs 
especially for women. 

It is worthy of note that even as 
Mrs. Meritt was stressing the great 
value to clubwomen In information 
given over the radio for the clubs 
there was a national coast-to-coast 
hook-up for an hour on Wednesday 
morning in which thousands of club- 
women, unable to attend the Conven- 
tion, listened. 

The department of Press and Pub- 
licity took over the latter part of 
the Tuesday morning session. Mrs. 
J. Henry Highsmith, of Raleigh, N. 

C. , chairman, said, "The work of the 
publicity writer who analyzes and 
translates club news in terms of pub- 
lic interest is basic'to the club's use- 
fulness. To have 10,000 or more 
writers of club publicity in the United 
States taking training in the technic 
of writing for newspapers and in the 
art of interpreting club activities in 
the interest of the reading public is 
the goal of our department during this 
three-year administration. This pro- 
gram was set up in response to the 
cry that more and better trained 
writers of club news was the need in 
all states.” 

Miss Vella Winner, of the Head- 
quarters News Service and "The 
Clubwoman,” in her report said, 
"Someone has said that the press is 
mistress of intelligence, and intelli- 
gence is mistress of the world. The 
Federation being essentially an edu- 
cational organization, is a staunch be- 
liever in this axiom. And so we feel 
that the Federation is rendering no 
greater public service than in mould- 
ing an enlightened public opinion, and 
that the greatest single force in edu- 
cating public opinion is publicity. Not 
only is it indispensable in bringing be- 
fore the public the merits and advan- 
tages of the projects to which our 
great organization is committed but 
it is a public benefaction in uncover- 
ing the weaknesses and disadvantages 
of the things we oppose. No other or- 
ganization in the world is treated 
more generously at the hands of the 
press than the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs. 

An innovation of these days of the 
Convention, and one that assisted 
greatly in giving information and 
knowledge to the delegates, which 
could not have the time In the re- 
ports from the platform, was the Con- 
ference idea, carried out at the Break- 
fasts and Luncheons. For example, 
on Tuesday, the Juniors, while at 
breakfast, learned much about Club 
Institutes, from Mrs. Hampton Flem- 
ing who conducted the Conference. 
Tuesday Luncheon Conference was on 
Education. On Wednesday the Break- 
fast Conference presented Public Wel- 
fare, Legislation, and Community Serv- 
ice. The Luncheon Conference was on 
International Relations and Press and 
Publicity. Thursday’s Breakfast Con- 
ference presented Conservation, other 
phases of Public Welfare, and Correc- 
tions; and the Luncheon Conference 
presented Fine Arts and the "Jun- 
iors.” 

It is decidedly worthy of note, in 
those dayH when Religion and Patriot- 
ism seem in such disfavor, that there 
still exist in the minds and hearts 
of the women of the General Federa- 
tion respect and loyalty to both. The 
Convention opened on Tuesday with 
an Invocation by the Rev. Leslie J. 
Barnette, Pastor of the Coral Gables 
Congregational Church. And the Sa- 
lute and Pledge to tho Flag was led 
by Roberta Van Brunt, Girl Scout

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Health Dept. Gets 

Complaints Against 
Milk Company 

Tim Newton Health Department 
through City Solicitor Bartlett ob- 
tained complaints last Monday at the 
Newton District court against the 
TJnited Farmers Co-op.

The complaints allege that 
during the flood period in March this 
milk company supplied to units of a 
chain storo company in Newton adul- 
terated milk. The date set for the 
case Is June 8. Inspectors of the lo- 
cal health department obtained sam- 
ples of the milk during the period 
when it was sold in March and had 
analyses made. Prosecution has been 
deferred until this time at the re- 
quest of State officials. 


End of Low Water 
In Charles River 


At a meeting held on Wednesday 
night at the Necra clubhouse in Au- 
burndale, Mayor McDonald of Wal- 
tham assured the gathering that the 
last apparent obstacle to the State ac- 
quiring the water rights at the dams 
in Waltham lias been removed and it 
only remains now for the Metropoli- 
tan District Commission to ratify the 
agreement with the Waltham Fac- 
tories, Inc., and the Waltham Bleach- 
ery. The following resolution was 
passed by members of the newly 
formed Charles River Waterway Asso., 
under whose auspices the meeting was 
held: 

"We, in session at the Mass Meet- 
ing of the Charles River Waterway As- 
sociation, Inc., being the duly author- 
ized representatives of our districts, 
organizations etc., do desire to be re- 
corded in favor of the resolution to- 
day adopted by the Charles River Wa- 
terway Association, Inc., viz. 

“ ‘On motion made by Mr. Louis 
Zaboy and seconded by Mr. Carl Wood, 
Preaident John F. Vender of the 
Charles River Waterway Association, 
Inc., be instructed to communicate in 
writing to the Metropolitan District 
Commission the unanimous vote of 
this Association that the Metropoli- 
tan District Commission be instructed 
to reach an immediate settlement 
with the holders of the water rights 
at the Moody Street Dam in Waltham 
and make payment as authorized by 
an act of the Legislature, Chapter 448 
Acts of 1935.’ ”

West Newton Girl 
Killed By Auto 


Elinor Gaw, 12, of 16 Upham st.. 
West Newton, was fatally injured 
about 6 o’clock Friday evening an she 
was riding her bicycle on Cherry st., 
West Newton. She was hit by a car 
driven by Fritz Levy of 27 Low at., 
Quincy, an insurance agent who reg- 
ularly collected payments at the girl’s 
home. The girl was rushed to the 
Newton Hospital by Richard White of 
67 Cherry st. He was accompanied 
by Levy. She died in about 40 min- 
utes of internal injuries. She was also 
injured about the head. The dead girl 
was one of four children of Mr. and 
Mrs. Richard Gaw. She was a pupil 
at St. Bernard’s parochial school. 

Levy was arrested by Serg. Bannon 
and Patrolman Hanlon on charges of 
manslaughter and driving so as to en- 
danger the safety of the public. 
Through his attorney. Thomas Don- 
nelly, he asked for a hearing on the 
issuance of complaints on these 
charges. The hearing was held before 
Judge Weston on Saturday. Levy sta- 
ted that the girl suddenly swerved her 
bicycle in front of his car. Serg. Ban- 
non testified that marks on the street 
showed that the bicycle was within 
3 feet of the right side of the roadway 
when hit, that the bicycle was 
dragged 16 feet as shown by marks 
on the street, and the child’s body 44 
feet. The rear of the car stopped 57 
feet from the point of impact. Levy 
stated that the car was going about 
25 miles when the accident occurred. 
Judge Weston ruled that the evidence 
warranted issuance of the complaints. 
The date of the hearing was set for 
June 4, but because Asst. City Engin- 
eer Leonard, who took measurements, 
will be on his vacation at that time, 
the date was set forward to June 24. 

The victim’s funeral service was 
held on Monday morning at St. Ber- 
nard’s Church. Delegations of her 
classmates and members of the school 
troop of Girl Scouts served as es- 
corts. Burial was in Calvary Ceme- 
tery, Waltham.

Would Teach High Principal Elicker 


School Pupils How 
To Drive Autos 


A new activity for Newton public 
schools was proposed at the meeting 
of the School Committee on Monday 
night — the teaching of pupils in the 
High School and Trade School to op- 
erate automobiles. This matter was 
brought before the committee by 
Supt. of Schools Warren. He stated 
that for the past two years students 
at Newton High School have been in- 
structed in the theory of the proper 
operation of automobiles as part of 
the course in civics. The proposed 
plan would give a practical course in 
driving. The suggestion for the course 
in driving came from F. Marsena 
Butts, member of the committee from 
Ward 7. and followed a reading by 
Mr. Butts of an article in this month’H 
"Reader’s Digest” which tells of the 
success resulting from such a course 
at Penn State College. 

Supt. of Schools Warren explained 
that the proposed course would be an 
extra-curricula activity and only stu- 
dents who now cannot drive automo- 
biles would be taken as pupils. Each 
would have to obtain a "consent 7 
card signed by parents and also a 
"release” card eliminating the city or 
instructors from liability. It was sug- 
gested that the instructors would be 
students at the Newton Trade School, 
and that a station wagon be pro- 
cured for the training course. Class- 
es would be limited to 15 pupils, with 
one instruction period each week for 
19 weeks. All pupils would have to 
be over 16 years old. The purposes 
of the course are to encourage safe 
driving on highways and greater cour- 
tesy to other motorists. Mr. Warren 
thought the course would aid in char- 
acter building. He said that the pres- 
ent course in the theory of proper 
driving which is given at Newton High 
School has the endorsement of the 
Mass. Safety Council. He commented 
that the new proposal would have to 
he given careful consideration before 
being authorized as it is possible it 
may be beyond the scope of the 
school's activities. 


Newton Residents

of 30 men employed on the new Cratts 
st. garage at Newtonville 21 are res- 
idents of Newton.

Work on the addition of tin 
Angler School and the new Oak Hi» 
school has been held up because of 
labor trouble. Only a comparative!' 
small number of men have been work 
ing on these two jobs. Of 13 men 
working at the Oak Hill project. 6 are 
Newton residents. At the Angler 
School 2 out of 9 men are Newton 
residents. Mr. Hageman says that 
when work gets well underway at 
these two jobs, 50 percent of those 
employed will be from New’ton.

Given Year Leave 
Of Absence 

At the meeting of the School Com- 
mittee on Monday night it was voted 
to grant a leave of absence to Paul 
E. Elicker, principal of the Newton 
High School for the next school year. 
Supt. of Schools Warren explained 
that Mr. Elicker has been asked to 
make a survey of secondary schools in 
the States along the Atlantic seaboard 
for the American Council of Educa- 
tion. He commented thaMt is a sig- 
nal honor for Newton to have Mr 
Elicker selected for this work. The 
American Council of Education has 
its headquarters at Washington and 
is financed by the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion. * 

The purpose of the survey is to set 
up standards in secondary schools for 
the entire country, and to determine 
what constitutes a good secondary 
school. Forty schools will be sur- 
veyed by Mr. Elicker who will be as- 
sisted by a principal of a high school 
in Trenton. New Jersey. Similar sur- 
veys will he made in other sections 
of the United States. Raymond Green 
will serve as principal of Newton High 
School. Francis Foster, teacher of 
social studies will serve as assistant 
principal.

Many Oppose 
Widening of 
Pelham Street 


Opponents of widening Pelham st, 
Newton Centre, from 32 feet to 40 
feet outnumbered proponents of this 
plan at a hearing held before the 
Board of Aldermen on Wednesday 
night at City Hall. Mrs. Arthur Hitch- 
cock, president of the Newton Cen- 
tre Women’s Club read a statement 
which authorized her to place that or- 
ganization in favor of the widening. 
Norman Hall, secretary of the Newton 
Centre Improvement Association, read 
a letter which stated that the Asso- 
ciation had unanimously voted at its 
annual meeting on May 25th. to ap- 
prove the widening of Pelham st. The 
Association went on record as saying 
that It would be most unfortunate not 
to widen the street at this time. 

Phillip C. Scott, appearing as at- 
torney for Lincoln Alvord. owner of a 
new building to be erected at Centre 
and Pelham sts. protested against the 
petition to have the street widened. 

UYord’ started prep- 
arations to raze the old building at 
the site several months ago. In Feb- 
ruary Mr. Alvord went to City Hall 
and conferred with Mayor Childs rela- 
tive to any Intention on the part of 
the city to widen Pelham st.. should 
a new building be planned at the 
site in question. 

The Mayor assured Mr Alvord that 
no such plan was in prospect. Alvord 
then went ahead with plans for the 
building, engaged a contractor and 
leased two stores in the proposed new 
building. He also arranged with the 
Newton Trust Company for a mort- 
gage On April 1st the plans were 
submitted to the Newton Building De- 
partment and later that month a per- 
mit was issued with the proviso that 
no excavating be done within 12 feet 
of Centre st. because of apparent un- 
certainty over the building line. Since 
then investigation by Mr. Scott and 
City Engineer Harvey has shown that 
land which the city was supposed to 
own. really has been owned by the 
holders of the property since 1878. 
This caused Mr. Scott to withdraw 
two petitions asking for an exchange 
of land between the city and Mr. Al- 
vord and to straighten lot linee. 

Mr. Scott said the first knowledge 
Mr. Alvord had of any intention on 
the city’s part to widen Pelham st. 
was on May 14th. when Alderman 
Hutchinson of the Public Works com- 
mittee phoned Mr. Alvord. After Mr. 
Hutchinson conferred with Mr. Al-

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NEXT MONTH’S POLITICS 

The state and national political conventions of both the 
Republican and Democratic parties are scheduled for next 
month. Beginning next week-end these affairs will doubt- 
less occupy considerable head-line space in the press. It will 
soon be definitely known whether or not Governor Curley 
is to run for the United States Senate or whether he will 
change his avowed intention and become a candidate for re- 
election. The degree to which the Governor controls the con- 
vention and its endorsement of other candidates for office will 
be learned. The following week the Republican national con- 
vention will be held and the status of Governor Landon as a 
presidential candidate will be revealed. Although conceded to 
be far out in front in the race, there are persons who still 
believe that the Kansan will be side-tracked at the conven- 
tion. The following week should be of most particular interest 
in Newton with the state Republican convention in Springfield 
having before it for endorsement the names of at least three 
residents here. Speaker Leverett Saltonstall’s supporters are 
predicting his endorsement as candidate for Governor on the 
first ballot. Former District Attorney Robert T. Bushnell is still 
apparently in the field as a compromise choice. Former Mayor 
Weeks and Rep. Henry Cabot Lodge, 2nd, are claiming the 
support of a majority of the delegates in their contest to op- 
pose Governor Curley for a seat in the United States Senate. 
It is self-evident that the zero hour of the political campaign 
which will not end for another five months is in the offing. It 
is also self-evident that politics in Massachusetts is exciting 
more interest on the part of the voters than ever before. Po- 
litical history is in the making.

He 
later became the owner of the New- 
ton Graphic and then founded "Among 
the Clouds,” a summer newspapei 
printed on Mt. Washington. Mr. Frank 
Burt was associated with hiB father 
in Newton and later became a court 
reporter. Some months ago in mov- 
ing his effects from Newton to Ail 
ington he came across the postal card 
among autographed letters and otlu r 
papers. Although lie hud seen the 
card a few times he had not known 
what had become of It at the time of 
his father’s death In 1899.

Ills time was 4 minutes, 14% 
seconds.

L. Rliynd the shoe dealer, was run 
over Tuesday at the corner of Centre 
and Elmwood sts. by a carriage driven 
by two young ladies. It was raining 
and the boy was running. The ladies 
stopped and asked the boy if he was 
hurt. In ills excitement he said he was 
not. He afterwards found that the 
horse had stepped on his knee and an 
arm. inflicting some painful bruises. 

Last Saturday as W. L. Ripley was 
entering his carriage the horse sud- 
denly started off and ran down Cen- 
tre st. to Bellevue st. where it turned 
a sharp corner, upsetting the carriage 
and throwing Mrs. Ripley out. The 
horse freed itself from the wreck and 
ran down Centre st. until it wus 
caught near the Nonantum stables. 
Mrs. Ripley was badly cut about the 
head, but she fortunately escaped 
dungerous injuries.

The new horses acted splendidly and 
as it was their first real work, the 
fire committee feel they have reason 
to be satisfied witli them.

Powers’ Paragraphs 


When the people and officials of Wnl- 
thatn show some common sense nnd 
abolish the stentorian fire signal used 
in that city. It is more than probable 
there will be a very appreciable de- 
crease of the incendiary fires and false 
alarms which have been quite numer- 
ous there. 

The proposal to odd to the activities 
of Newton High School the instruction 
of pupils in the operation of auto- 
mobiles will meet with varied reac- 
tions among Newton people. Some will 
agree that any instructions which will 
tend to train boys und girls to drive 
automobiles with regard for the safety 
of themselves and others Is worth 
while. Others will contend that tho 
public schools have progressed suffi- 
ciently far in a paternalistic trend 
without invading further fields hereto- 
fore considered as not being public 
functions. According to a report from 
Penn State College, a course in the 
operation of automobiles has been con- 
ducted at that institution with much 
success. If the manner in which some 
high school pupils in Newton operate 
cars is taken into consideration, the 
growing generation in this city could 
well receive proper instruction re- 
garding safe driving and courtesy 
toward other autoists. The same can 
he said of many adult drivers in this 
city. 

Lack of consideration for others, 
selfishness and plain cussedness — are 
probably more evidenced by persons 
in the way they operate automobiles 
than in any other of their acts. Mean 
dispositioned persons will take liber- 
ties while driving curs that they would 
not dare do otherwise. If men and 
women of certain types intruded on 
the rights of their fellows while afoot, 
as they do while driving cars, they 
would be apt to receive severe thrash- 
ings from some of those whose safe- 
ty they jeopardize. It is not lack of 
skill that causes individuals to drive 
cars recklessly, to disregard automo- 
bile laws. It is lack of character, 
either inherent or acquired. And 
classes in correct operation of auto- 
mobiles. whether conducted by public 
or private schools, will not cause self- 
ish, thoughtless or inconsiderate per- 
sons to drive safely and courteous- 
ly. They will help by properly teach- 
ing to drive young folks who at heart 
are decent, but. who might get wrong 
conceptions of driving ir taught by 
an instructor who himself might be of 
an inconsiderate type. The only way 
to make some autoists obey laws and 
have regard for highway safct is to 
prosecute them. Until "flx’ng” is stop- 
ped or largely lessened, r.ck.e.is driv- 
ing on highways will continue and the 
record of automobile fatalities and 
casualties in this country will increase. 

One way in which school officials 
ami pupils in Newton can co-operate 
is — to stop the practice of some h'gh 
school pupils of driving cars to a id 
from school with eight and more ho r. 
and girls crowded in a small car. 
We have also received complaints of I 
high school pupils driving cars at | 


rapid speeds around curves and cor- 
ners, even on narrow strets at hours 
or the day when small children are on 
their way to school. 

Three young toughs who recently 
robbed n theatre in Boston were sen- 
tenced this week to serve from 12 to 
15 years in prison. Another youth, who 
recently made an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to rob n theatre, using an imita- 
tion revolver, wns sent to prison for 
20 yenrs. We don’t believe such young 
criminals should be coddled. But, 
compare the long sentences they re- 
ceived with the one year terms given 
recently to men of mature age, whose 
dishonesty helped to wreck banks in 
this state. Thousands of persons of 
humble or moderate means had their 
savings in these banks and suffered 
as a result. And some officials of these 
banks were not even indicted. They 
had powerful political friends; suave 
statesmen who are still public idols. 
Possibly some day the public will get 
wise. But, at present the masses do 
not show much intelligence. 

If many of the former service men 
and women who will receive bonus 
payments next month do not have the 
money taken away from them by one 
method or another, it will not be the 
fault of a lot of slick Alecks who al- 
ready are endeavoring ro induce 
these prospects to invest or spend *the 
money they are to receive. Lists of 
those who are to receive this compen- 
sation have been prepared and are be- 
ing offered for sale to anyone who will 
purchase them. 

We wish the best of luck to "Queen 
Mary” of the Cunard Line, now mak- 
ing its maiden trip across the Atlantic.

For the past couple of summer:} t lie 
Charles River between Newton Lower 
Falls and Waltham has been in a dis- 
graceful condition because of low 
water levels. Wliat had beer* a beauti- 
ful stretch of water for n distance of 
several miles was made unsightly and 
unhealthy. It has been alleged tiiat 
persons who some years ago acquired 
control of the mill properties at Wal- 
tham and their accompanying water 
rights, have been responsible for the 
despoliation of the river by deliberate- 
ly causing water to be drawn from 
the basin above the Waltham dams. 
It has nlso been alleged that the rea- 
son for their action was to coeice 
the State into purchasing water rights. 
Last year the Legislature did appro- 
priate money ror such a purchase, but 
legal complications nave delayed ac- 
tion. We believe that Waltham und 
Newton officials have been too com- 
placent regarding the nuisance create 1 
by Hie low water in the river. The 
militant devotees of canoeing who 
now have started a campaign to cor- 
I rect the condition deserve co-operation 
I from Newton and Waltham residents.

Rotary Club 


The Newton Rotary Club paid its 
annual visit to the Newton-Andover 
Theological Seminary last Monday 
and thoroughly enjoyed the hospi- 
tality of that institution on the hill 
Jn Newton Centre. President Her- 
rick welcomed the club as a help in 
reducing the isolation of any aca- 
demic institution from its own com- 
munity. After the luncheon President 
Herrick introduced a student quartet 
which gave three numbers to the 
great pleasure of the Rotarians. Then 
he presented the only genuine Ameri- 
can in the Seminary' Mr. Wilkin Wil- 
lis a full blooded Choctaw Indian. 
Mr. Willis greeted the club in sign- 
language. which he then interpreted, 
sang an Indian hymn, and explained 
something of his own background. 
Clothed in full native costume from 
moccasins to headdress, he afforded 
an interesting glimpse of another type 
of civilization. 

The speaker was Rev. Samuel L. 
Lindsay, of Brookline, who talked on 
“Imagination.’’ Dr. Lindsay pointed 
out that a good imagination leads to 
success while an impoverished one 
pioduces an impoverished life. Imagi- 
nation may he used in two ways: as a 
child uses it to create an unreal world 
or as an adult employs it to improve 
the real world. Some adults, however, 
adopt the child’s technique and utilize 
imagination to create their own 
world of unreality into which they 
retire when they are confronted with 
difficult problem. By imagination 
work is transformed into pleasure; 
without imagination it resolves itself 
into drudgery. 

Imagination is accepted as a funda- 
mental in the arts; but it is an essen 
tial in surgery, in engineering, in re- 
ligion— in short, in every field of life. 
Only men of imagination can solve the 
problems of the world. In human 
relations, it is valuable through en- 
abling one to understand his neigh- 
bors and his family by “putting him- 
self in their places” as well as by 
idealizing them. It also serves to 
bring brightness into the lives of 
others and suggest ways of helping 
them out.

Under the auspices of First Church 
of Christ, Scientist, of Newton two 
lectures on Christian Science were de- 
livered by Gavin W. Allan, C.S.B., on 
the evenings of Thursday. May 21st, 
and Friday, May 22nd. The Thurs 
day lecture was given in Newton Cen 
ter Woman’s Club House. Newton Cen- 
ter Square, and the Lecturer was in- 
troduced by William E. McKee, First 
Reader. The Friday evening lecture 
was delivered in the Newtonville edi- 
fice of First Church of Christ, Sci- 
entist. Newton, and the Second Read- 
er, Mrs. Esther S. Davis, introduced 
the Lecturer. 

In introducing Mr. Allan at the 
Thursday evening lecture Mr. McKee 
said: 

First Church of Christ, Scien- 
tist. of Newton, has invited you to 
this lecture, which is given by a 
member of the Board of Lecture- 
ship of The Mother Church, The 
First Church of Christ. Scientist, 
in Boston. Massachusetts. 

It is very gratifying to see so 
many respond to the cordial invi- 
tation which hns been extended to 
the public. We are confident 
that you will be well rewarded this 
evening in your search for the 
“pearl of great price”. Those 
who wish to pursue this search 
further are cordially invited to 
visit our Christian Science Read- 
ing Room at 2S7 Walnut Street, 
Newtonville Square, where they 
mav find the Bible, “Science and 
Health with Key to the Scrip- 
tures,” by Mary Baker Eddy, and 
Mrs. Eddy’s other writings, and 
also the periodicals and books 
published by The Christian Sci- 
ence Publishing Society. There 
you may read in quiet, borrow 
these books from the Lending Li- 
brary without cost, or purchase 
those you wish to acquire for your 
own. 

You are also cordially invited to 
attend the services in our church 
at the corner of Walnut and Otis 
streets, Newtonville, on Sunday 
^jiornings at 10:45 and Wednes- 
day evenings at 8 o’clock. Many 
individuals have been healed of 
physical difliculties and have 
been rested and comforted as a 
result of availing themselves of 
the privilege extended to the pub- 
lic at our Reading Room, and also 
as a result of attending our church 
services. 

Our lecturer this evening is well 
qualified by long experience in the 
practice of Christian Science to 
address you on his subject, which 
is. “Christian Science Meets Hu- 
manity’s Need." 

I have the pleasure of intro- 
ducing Mr. Gavin W. Allan, of To- 
ronto, Canada. 

To many of you the twenty-third 
Psalm Is well known. Some of you 
know* it by heart. Some of you have 
turned to it for comfort in times of 
stress. Why did you choose this par- 
ticular Psalm? Was it because God 
is therein described as infinitely lov- 
ing. infinitely caring? Well did the 
Psalmist know the characteristics of 
the ideal shepherd: the tenderness, 
the affection, the love, the intelli- 
gence. the wisdom, the courage, the 
strength: all of them requisite to the 
proper caring for his flock. In the 
word-picture the shepherd-Psalmist 
has there draw’n he depicts himself 
as one of the flock; God is the shep- 
herd. And because God is the shep- 
herd the writer is confident that he, 
one of the flock, will not want or lack 
any good thing. 

In the centuries since this Psalm 
was written many have turned to it 
for help. The measure of comfort one 
would derive from its study would 
depend largely upon his concept of 
the meaning of the first two words, 
“the Lord,” “The Lord is my shep- 
herd.’’ Were the reader to believe 
"the Lord” to be the sender of both 
good and evil, health and sickness, 
plenty and poverty, life and death, 
the comfort he would derive from the 
perusal of this Psalm would not like- 
ly be so great as if he knew with 
some degree of certainty that “the 
Lord” is the giver of good only. 

In illustrating her elucidation of 
the nature of God, Mary Baker Eddy, 
the Discoverer and Founder of Chris- 
tian Science, has given us a practical 
and helpful interpretation of this 
Psalm in the Christian Science text- 
book, “Science and Health with Key 
to the Scriptures.” She writes on 
pages 577 and 578, "In the following 
Psalm one word show’s, though faint- 
ly, the light which Christian Science 
throws on the Scriptures by substitut- 
ing for the corporeal sense, the in- 
corporeal or spiritual sense of Deity.” 
With this change the first two sen- 
tences of the Psalm read as follows: 
“[Divine Love] is my shepherd; I 
shall not want. [Love] maketli me to 
lie down in green pastures: [Love] 
leadeth me beside the still waters." 

Has not this interpretation, using 
John’s definition of God as Love, re- 
moved any possible chance for mis- 
conception of the nature of “the 
Lord”? Have we not, each one of us, 
an instinctive sense that Love, divine 
Love, is good, and good only? Are 
we not certain that if Love is the 
shepherd the flock surely will not 
want or lack anything needful? 

JuBt here let me say that one of 
the great aims of Mrs. Eddy’s life 
was to inspire humanity to look away 
from the false to the true, from the 
unreal to the real, from matter to 
Spirit, from erring human concepts 
to divine idt*as. Is not this what Hhe 
has done in her interpretation of this 
familiar Paulin? She has endeavored 
to lift our thought of God from what 
muy have been but u magnified hu- 
man being, a being of humun form 


But I should like to call your at- 
tention to another passage in our 
textbook. You will find it on page 494 
Here in one sentence Mrs. Eddy has 
stated the scientific fact which under- 
lies the Psalmist’s words. This is it: 
“Divine Love always has met and al- 
ways will meet every human need.” 
Here is a statement of spiritual fact 
which is of great importance to each 
one of us. It is important because it 
is true. It is of value because it can 
be proved in our own experience. But 
someone may say. That is just the 
point: I agree with you that it is a 
beautiful statement, and I wish with 
all my heart that it were provable, 
but can it be proved, can it be used? 
Let us see. 

MONEY 

Before we answer this question, let 
us inquire first, What are the human 
needs? If I were to ask this question 
of those w’ho are here it is probable 
someone would say, My need right 
now. ns 1 see it, is money; if I had 
money my need would be met. I sup- 
pose many of us have at one time or 
another entertained a similar notion. 
But is it really true? Let me illus- 
trate. 

Suppose, for example, that two men 
are employed by the same firm at the 
same wage. One uses his funds in- 
telligently, making his purchases 
carefully and at the end of the year 
has a sum to his credit at the bank. 
The other spends carelessly and at 
the end of the year is in debt. Now 
what is this man’s need? Is it 
money? He may think it is. Or, may 
it not be wisdom? Is his real need 
material or mental? 

If our needs were purely material, 
could God supply them? Does God 
distribute stocks or bonds, houses or 
lands? It is just possible that you 
have at some time besought or im- 
plored God to give you something you 
wanted — some material thing. Possi- 
bly the thing you desired did not ar- 
rive. Perhaps you wondered why it 
did not come. Perchance you felt that 
God was in some way to blame: that 
He had not dealt with you quite fair- 
ly. You may not have per* ttved that 
if there was any shortcomLivi whatever 
it could be on your side only. 

If later you became interested iu 
Christian Science and imbued to some 
extent with the spirit of its teachings 
you would recognize that behind such 
a prayer there lay some misconcep- 
tion of the nature of God, and of His 
gifts to men. Has God. who is Spirit, 
and whose creation is wholly spiritual, 
any material things, any matter to 
give? Are not His gifts of a much 
higher order? He gives us of His 
qualities which are indestructible and 
eternal. These are all He could pos- 
sibly give to us. He gives us the 
very best He has: the best that could 
be given. Hear this illuminating pas- 
sage from one of our Leader’s writ- 
ing (Miscellaneous Writings. p. 
307) : “God gives you His spiritual 
ideas, and in turn, they give you daily 
supplies. Never ask for to-morrow: 
it is enough that divine Love is an 
ever-present help; and if you wait, 
never doubting, you will have all you 
need every moment.” You see, God 
gives us His qualities, and as we use 
them they feed us. Is not this, then, 
one of humanity's needs: to know, 
to realize that man is being continu- 
ously and abundantly supplied by God 
with His qualities or ideas? 

Let me illustrate. In several pas- 
sages in her textbook Mrs. Eddy re- 
fers to the sun as illustrative or sym- 
bolic of God. (Science and Health 
595:1; 510:16; 561:25.) She has said 
(Science and Health, p. 300): “God is 
seen only in the spiritual universe and 
spiritual man, as the sun is seen in 
the ray of light which goes out from 
it.” To continue the comparison: As 
the sun is continuously supplying the 
ray with its (the sun’s) qualities, so 
God is supplying man with His 
(God’s) qualities moment by mom- 
ent Were there ever an instant in 
which the sun did not so supply its 
ray, in that moment there would be 
no ray. It would have ceased to ex- 
ist. Were the sun to cease to give 
out its qualities, in that moment 
there would be no sun. Were God to 
cease for one moment to express 
Himself to supply man with His quali- 
ties, in that moment God and man 
would cease to be. But. God the in- 
finite Giver can never cease so to ex- 
press Himself, nor can man, His ex- 
pression, cease to be the recipient of 
God’s good gifts. 

But let us return to the question, 
What does God give? In the Bible we 
may read, "If any of you lack wisdom, 
let him ask of God, that giveth to all 
men liberally, and upbraideth not; 
and it shall be given him.” Do you 
know of any passage in the Bible 
which might be interpreted to mean, 
If any of you lack houses or lands, 
stocks or bonds, let him ask of God 
and it shall be given him? No, there 
is no such passage. But, you may say, 
didn’t Jesus say something abo’ut “all 
these things shull be added unto 
you”? Yes, he did. But he said this 
would come about as an effect, a con- 
sequence, or a result of seeking “first 
the kingdom of God, and his righteous- 
ness.” He said, “Seek ye first the 
kingdom of God. and his righteous- 
ness; and all these things shall be 
added unto you." Should we not re- 
gard this us a definite promise that 
an eurnest desire to gain an tinder- 
standing of God will be rewarded by 
the added things necessary to our 
humun need? Were men to place 
righteousness in the forefront of their 
desires; were they to desire continual 


ceptlblc effect, upon their lives? Do 
not you think that one’s understand- 
ing of tho grent spiritual fact that 
God is abundantly providing* His chil- 
dren with all He cnn provide, would 
be manifested in nbundnnce? 

In Pnul’s letter to the Philippinns he 
counsels his renders to think about 
things that are “true, . . . honest, . . 
Just, . . . pure, . . . lovely, . . . [and] 
of good report.” He had no doubt of 
the outcome. He knew that if their 
thinking was based on good — if it was 
a reflection of Godlike thinking — tho 
result could be good only. 

Jesus warned his hearers of the dis- 
astrous effect of w’rong thought. He 
said that "evil thoughts, adulteries, 
fornications, murders, thefts, covetous- 
ness, wickedness, deceit,” etc., "All 
these ovil things come from within, 
and defile the man.” Our word "de- 
file” comes from a Middle English 
word which meant "to tread down,” 
and if we habitually harbor such 
thoughts as those we have Just men- 
tioned; if we allow them to take 
possession of our minds; if we make 
such thoughts our masters, little won- 


we but turn expectantly and trusting- 
ly to God for them, we will find our- 
selves abundnntlv supplied. 

\yero one to bolisvo that his capaci- 
ty and abilities originated within 
himself, were he to believe that he 
was their author, ho might conclude, 
and perhaps rightly, that they would 
in time dwindle and some day disap- 
pear. But, if he recognizes that he 
possesses these qualities only by re- 
flection, that their sourco is God Him- 
self, he will see that these spiritual 
energies cannot wear out nor can 
they bo depleted by advancing years. 

Is there anything which can oper- 
ate to prevent our receiving what God 
so impartially and abundantly be- 
stows? There should not be, of course. 
But do not wo human beings some- 
times permit our thoughts to be oc- 
cupied by suggestions that are really 
unworthy; suggestions of laziness, in- 
ability, regret of tho past, fear of the 
future; thoughts of envy, jealousy, or 
hatred; or beliefs that we are in the 
grip of destructive economic laws 
from which there is no escape. 

This brings up a question which 


times, to excuse ourselves and blame 
our follow mon, our environment, so- 
called economic laws, or what not, and 
yet the law still stands. As wo sow. 
so shall we reap. 

Wero one to sow selfishness, fear, 
greed, or dishonesty, could ho reason- 
ably expect to reap contentment, hap- 
piness, or true success? Have not 
selfishness, greed, and the desire to 
got, been responsible for mnny of hu- 
manity’s troubles? Because materiul 
things, the things the carnal mind 
craves to possess, are limited, this get- 
ting habit occasions jealousy, hatred, 
nnd war. Wero wo to exchange this 
habit of getting for the habit of giv- 
ing; the giving of ideas, good will, 
consideration, and love, which are 
limitless, it would lead, not to envy, 
but to rejoicing in our neighbor’s wel- 
fare; not to hatred, but to kindly con- 
sideration; not to war, but to frater- 
nal peace. Remember the law, “Give, 
and it shall be given unto you;” 
Whatsoever a man sowetli, that shall 
he also reap.” 

With the help of Christian Science 
such a change can be brought about. 
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der if we should feel “trodden down.” 
Under the domination of such 
thoughts we should be headed for 
disaster. If we desire to reach a bet- 
ter goal we must change our master. 
This is where we need Christian Sci- 
ence. 

Christian Science is not going to 
encourage in us the belief that wrong 
habits of thought are always, over- 
come without an effort, but through 
the teachings of Christian Science we 
are assured that we can surely win 
our way out of such habits; that 
we can conquer the evil habit, no mat- 
ter how long it has been indulged. 
Hear this statement from our text- 
book (Science and Health, p. 407): 
“Man’s enslavement to the most re- 
lentless masters — passion, selfishness, 
envy, hatred, and revenge — is con- 
quered only by a mighty struggle. 
Every hour of delay makes the strug- 
gle more severe. If man is not vic- 
torious over the passions they crush 
out happiness, health, and manhood. 
Here Christian Science is the sov- 
ereign panacea, giving strength to the 
weakness of mortal mind, — strength 
from the immortal and omnipotent 
Mind,— and lifting humanity above it- 
self into purer desires, even into spir- 
itual power and good-will to man.” 

Through Christian Science we are 
assured that every desire or deter- 
mination to do wrong is confronted 
by all the real power in the universe, 
and will surely be driven back. It 
cannot succeed. Whereas every de- 
sire to do right, every endeavor to 
conform our lives to the divine stand- 
ard, is backed up by omnipotence. It 
cannot fail. 

Every desire, every prayer for God- 
likeness, is a righteous prayer, and is 
answered. It cannot be otherwise, 
for, as Mrs. Eddy has pointed out, 
through such prayer we “will be con- 
formed to a fitness to receive tho 
answer to [our] desire” (Miscellane- 
ous Writings, p. 127). 

OPPORTUNITY 

Let us turn to another phase of this 
subject. Some of you may feel that 
your mind is best expressed by the 
word opportunity, the opportunity to 
work, the opportunity to progress, the 
opportunity to serve or help in a 
larger way your fellow men. Let me 
say just here that limitation is not 
merely a lack of opportunity, or a 
scarcity of material things, but is 
fundamentally a paucity or dearth of 
ideas, 

To-day there are few large business 
organizations that are not looking for 
men of the right kind. Such men 
are not easy to secure. They are busy 
somewhere else. Other firms will not 
let them go. They are too valuable. 
They are men of ideas. They express 
intelligence, wisdom, foresight, and 
business acumen. Whence come these 
qualities: discernment, Hagacity, nnd 
perspicacity? Whence but from Mind 
itself, divine Mind? God is the source 
of every thought that expresses Him, 
and through Christian Science we are 
learning that God is continually and 
abundantly supplying each of Hi 
children with Ills ideaH. No one i 
left out. No one is under-supplied. Re- 
member the pusBuge we quoted ;i tow 
moments ugo (Miscellaneous Writ- 


must be answered. The question is, 
What is man’s work? Of what does 
it consist? Here is an answer I offer 
for your consideration. Man’s work 
is reflecting God. Man's sole occupa- 
tion is to reflect God. Whether his 
daily task is digging a ditch or man- 
aging a railroad, his work is to re- 
flect intelligence, wisdom, strength, 
activity, etc., God’s qualities. But sup- 
pose that for some reason he was dis- 
missed from his customary employ- 
ment yesterday, what is his work to- 
day? Is he without work? May not 
his work to-day be to reflect those 
Godlike qualities sufficiently to secure 
further employment? He may feel 
that his work to-day is more difficult 
than it was yesterday. Perhaps he may 
accept the suggestion that it is alto- 
gether too difficult, that he cannot do 
it. and there is no use trying. But he 
will not readily yield to the sugges- 
tion of discouragement if he sees 
clearly that all he has to do is to ac- 
tively and intelligently reflect those 
qualities with which God is endowing 
him. In such a situation there are 
certain facts of which he should be 
aware: first, that there is a place for 
him: there is work for him to do; 
second, that God Is equipping him 
with intelligence and energy sufficient 
to find it. Let me tell you a story. 

A man came to see me some time 
ago. He said he had been out of work 
for months; couldn’t find a job. I had 
a talk with him along the lines I have 
just indicated, and before he left I 
asked him to look for an opportunity 
to help somebody, no matter how 
small the service might be. He left me 
with that idea in mind: the thought 
of giving. The same evening he tele- 
phoned me that he had found an op- 
portunity to help some person before 
he reached the next street corner. It 
was not a great service, but he helped 
somebody. He went on doing this, 
looking for an opportunity to give, for 
an hour or so, and during the after- 
noon he was offered Just the kind of 
position he was fitted to fill. He did 
not displace anyone. This was a new 
Job. Now, I should like to ask you 
a question, Did he find a job? Or did 
he make one? Looking for an oppor- 
tunity to give, he received. 

.Jesus said: “Give, and it shall be 
given unto you; good measure, pressed 
down, and shaken together, and run- 
ning over, shall men give into your 
bosom. For with the same measure 
that ye mete withal it shall be meas- 
ured to you again.” Paul announced 
the same law in these words, “What- 
soever a man soweth, that shall he 
also reup." It is possible that a man 
whose business expresses delay, inef- 
ficiency, turmoil, or loss may not at 
first enjoy the sound of that law of 
metaphysics, “Whatsoever a man bow- 
eth, that shall he also reap.”

We can make a beginning here and 
now. Each of us can begin now to dis- 
pute and dismiss every suggestion of 
fear, selfishness, or greed, which are 
trouble-makers, and begin to express 
affection, generosity, honesty, and 
love. These are real peacemakers. 
Let us remember that whatever our 
problem may be, whether it be an ap- 
parent lack of employment, lack of 
normal business, or lack of health, the 
angels of God — His thoughts — are 
with us where we are, to enlighten, to 
cheer, to inspire, to guide, to strength- 
en, and to uplift us, anil if we work 
out our problem under their guid- 
ance, the problem will be solved in 
the right way and at the right time. 

Christian Science is revealing God 
as the great Giver, or as Mrs. Eddy 
has expressed it (The First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, and Miscellany, p. 
5), “Christian Science comes to reveal 
man as God’s image, His idea, coexist- 
ent with Him — God giving all and man 
having all that God gives.” 

ENVIRONMENT 

To change the subject again: Some 
of you may feel that your especial 
need at this time is congenial com- 
panionship, a harmonious environ- 
ment, or a sympathetic atmosphere. 
Can this need be met? Permit me to 
quote again the passage from the 
Christian Science textbook I quoted 
before, “Divine Love always has met 
and always will meet every human 
need” (Science and Health, p. 494). 
Notice that little word “every.” Not 
only is nothing too great, but nothing 
is too small to be healed by divine 
Love. Every human problem may be 
brought to God for solution. 

It is possible that a person who finds 
himself in an inharmonious environ- 
ment may be tempted to blame others 
for it, whereas tho blame, if any, may 
properly belong nearer home. The 
writer of Proverbs has said, “A man 
that hath friends must shew himself 
friendly,” which might be interpreted, 
If you are continually without friends, 
look within. This reminds me of a 
newspaper contest held some time ago 
for the best definition of a friend. It 
was won by this statement: “A friend 
is one who comes in when all the resl 
go out.” It might be well for each of 
us to ask himself, Does this defini- 
tion describe me? 

Jesus gave us a standard by which 
we may measure the rightness of our 
attitude toward our fellow men. He 
said, “As ye would that men should 
do to you, do ye also to them like- 
wise.” This statement is familiurly 
known as the Golden Rule. It is not 
really a specific rule of conduct. It 
does not tell us what to do. It points 
out the correct mental attitude, and 
leaves us free to chose the appropriate 
deed. 

It has been characteristic of much 
of the social thinking of the past to 
place tho emphusis on human rights. 
What can I claim? has been the first 
question, rather than, Whut can I do? 
Jesus taught differently. He inspired 
mon to do justice, before ho moved 
them to demund it. And if men are 
intent upon doing their full duty by 
each other, each will not only receive 
his rights, but all will have justice. In 
this connection I should like to quote 
a sentence from Charles Whitney Gil- 
ii.'Y, hen in- n aim a( )u tioe al •. 

however accurute then* eve. there is 
not always strength enough in their 
arm to reach the target, save with 
the singlo arrow of their own individ- 
ual rights: only the motive of love 


which Jesus rolled on can roach the 
target of JuBtico with every arrow of 
each individual’s welfaro; and it does 
this by dnring to aim beyond Justice 
— at service.” 

Jesus described himsolf as "he that 
serveth,” nnd if service is our princi- 
pal aim, there will always be some 
service wo cnn render. If our attitude 
toward our environment is not, What 
can I get from it? but. What can I do 
for it? we will be able to find much 
to do just where wo are. 

What is called the "atmosphere” of 
your home or office is not dependent 
upon tho material of which the build- 
ing is constructed or the quality of 
its furnishings. The atmosphere is 
a register of the quality of the 
thoughts of those who dwell or work 
there. It will be harmonious in the 
measuro that courtesy,** consideration, 
good will, good temper, kindness, for- 
giveness, and love are permitted to 
rule the minds of the residents or oc- 
cupants. 

If one finds himself in an uncon- 
genial environment, his first impulse 
may be to leave it, and under some 
circumstances this may be the right 
step for him to take. On the other 
hand, he may be led to remain and 
prove there Love’s supporting and 
peace-restoring care. You will re- 
member the Psalmist sang, "If I make 
my bed in hell, behold, thou art 
there.” One does not have to go 
anywhere to find God, but ho may have 
to change the manner of his thinking. 

In the twenty-third Psalm the 
writer deals quite fully with tho sub- 
ject of environment. What a picture 
of pea.ee and plenty he paints in the 
second sentence, “He maketh me to 
lie down in green pastures: he lead- 
eth me beside the still waters”! Does 
this description seem too ideal to be 
possible? Is it not rather a picture 
of what is natural and normal under 
God’s government? Through Christian 
Science we are learning that our hu- 
man affairs are governed rightly and 
harmoniously when Love is at tho 
helm of our thought. 


Does God meet this need? Before 
we answer this question let us 
consider another, What Is health? Is 
It solely a bodily condition? Is it 
wholly a condition of matter? Has 
thought or consciousness anything to 
do with it? Or, is it primarily a stato 
of mind? Let us see wliat Mrs. Eddy 
has to say about it. She is one of the 
greatest authorities on tho subject. 
Sho know so much about health that 
she was able in many instances to 
heal tho sick in a few minutes. Not 
only so, but in her great textbook she 
gave to tho world an elucidation of 
her discovery; and tho reading or the 
study of this textbook has healed 
an untold number of people of vari- 
ous diseases, many of which had been 
pronounced incurable. Here is one 
of her definitions of health as given 
in “Rudimental Divine Science” (p. 
11) : “Health is the consciousness of 
the unreality of pain and disease; or, 
rather, the absolute consciousness of 
harmony and of nothing else.” Health, 
then, is something that is very close- 
ly related to our thinking, to our 
knowing, to our consciousness. Does 
God supply this need? Let us see. 

God, divine Mind, made man, as we 
are told in Genesis, "in his own image, 
in the image of God created he him.” 
Man, God’s likeness, is a mental or 
spiritual being. True consciousness 
reflects God, Mind, and as our text- 
book points out (Science and Health, 
p. 276), “Real consciousness is cog- 
nizant only of the things of God.” Of 
what is God conscious? God, who 
made all, who, as we are told in Gen- 
esis, “saw every thing that he had 
made, and, behold, it was very good,” 
can be conscious only of Himself and 
His good creation. He can be con- 
scious of nothing else. Man, God’s 
likeness, can be conscious of good 
only, and this consciousness he de- 
rives from God. Such a consciousness 
is health, "The consciousness of har- 
mony and of nothing else” (Rudimen- 
tal Divine Science, p. 11), and God is 
impartially and abundantly supplying

Their bonds were but an 
expression of evil’s claim to power. 

But note the change. As Paul and 
Silas lifted their thoughts to God in 
prayer and praise, not only were they 
freed from their fetters, not only did 
the authorities admit and apologize for 
the wrong they had committed, but 
the presence and power of God were 
so apparent even to the jailer that 
his life was completely transformed. 

This change did not come about by 
chance. It was no mere happening. It 
was a direct result of the spiritualized 
thought of Paul and Silas; of their 
utilization of the power of good over 
evil. As these men rose to the con- 
sciousness of the omnipotence of 
God, and the consequent impotence of 
evil, their surroundings inevitably im- 
proved, until their environment har- 
monized with that spiritualized con- 
sciousness. 

Through Christian Science we are 
beginning to comprehend Paul’s state- 
ment, “In him [God] we live, and 
move, and have our being.” We are 
beginning to understand that man be- 
ing a child of God, an idea of divine 
Mind, his real environment at all 
times is divine Love. As we grow to- 
ward the understanding of God as 
Love, who is entirely impartial in the 
bestowal of His gifts to mon, our love 
for humanity will expand until it rec- 
ognizes no boundaries, and men ev- 
erywhere will bo thought of as our 
brothers, entitled to our love. 

Mrs. Eddy, whose prophetic vision 
is unapproached by any of the great 
thinkers of our time, has in a single 
sentence painted a wonderful picture 
of what she sees as the inevitable re- 
sult of humanity’s acceptance of the 
truth about God. She suys (Science 
and Health, p. 340), "One infinite 
God, good, unifies men and nutions; 
constitutes the brotherhood of man; 
ends wars; fulfils the Scripture, 'Love 
thy neighbor us thysolf;’ annihilates 
pagan and Christian idolatry, — what- 
ever is wrong in social, civil, criminal, 
inlitical, and religious codes; equalizes 
annuls the curse on man, 
and leaves nothing that can sin, suf- 
fer, be punished or destroyed.” 

HEALTH 

Iu our discussion of the human 
needs thoro is another that should be 
mentioned, namely, heulth. It un- 
doubtedly should be regarded as u 
need, and the question before us is, 


“God’s thoughts passing to man; 
spiritual intuition, pure and perfect; 
the inspiration of goodness, purity, and 
Immortality, counteracting all evil, 
sensuality, and mortality.” Whatever 
may be our need these angels of God 
— God’s thoughts — are present to en- 
courage, uplift, strengthen, and heal. 
Their message to each of us to-day is, 
Thou art whole: May we accept it. It 
is absolutely true. 

But here is another question which 
may arise. Does each person have to 
be his own physician or his own prac- 
titioner in Christian Science? No, not 
necessarily. But it is advisable for a 
person to do what he can to help him- 
self. If, however, he feels that he 
cannot successfully handle his prob- 
lem without aid, he may engage the 
services of an experienced Christian 
Scientist, one who is known as a 
Christian Science practitioner. 

PRACTITIONER’S QUALIFICATIONS 

One of the essential qualifications 
of the practitioner of this Science of 
healing is righteousness. James tells 
us, “The effectual fervent prayer of a 
righteous man availeth much.” With 
any other system of treating the sick, 
save this Christian system, the opera- 
tor may employ his material, or hu- 
manly mental, method, entirely regard- 
less of righteousness on his own part; 
he may even claim that moral obliqui- 
ty on his part will in no way affect 
the success of his system, but in Chris- 
tian Science it is imperative that the 
practitioner bo Christian, a disciple 
or follower of Christ Jesus, not only in 
name, or in outward acts, but in his 
inmost thinking. 

Our Master said regarding his prac- 
tice, “For their sakes I sanctify my- 
self.” Sanctify moans “to keep holy, 
spiritually pure,” and he who would 
practice this Christly system of heal- 
ing tho Biek must first forsake moral 
evils. By this wo do not moan that 
morality alone fits one to bo a Chris- 
tian Science practitioner — - far from 
it; but ho who would practice Chris- 
tian Science for tho benefit of others 
must bo morul in tho highost and 
strictest sense of that term. 

A further qualification is affection — 
that kindly feeling which is character- 
ised by the giving out of unselfish love 
toward an object. Whut an affection 
Jesus had for mankind! How he 
yeurued to bless his fellows! Ho hud

NEWTON WINNER IN 

GREAT STATE MEET 

Led by Warren Wittens, a double 
winner In the hurdles and broad jump, 
and Paul Forte, the hero of a record- 
, breaking dash final, the Newton High 
track team continued its parade of 
interscholnstic championships by win- 
ning the state meet last Saturday at 
Newtonville. With 30V6 points, Don 
Enoch’s brilliant team had a six-point 
margin over Boston English, while 
Everett, last year’s champion, showed 
with 121/6 points. 

Newton’s cup of joy was slightly 
embittered when the meet referee, 
Prof. George Owen, refused to allow 
new records in the dash and the low 
hurdles on the ground that a favor- 
ing wind was blowing. Warren Wit- 
tens had run the hurdles in 13.7, clip- 
ping three-tenths of a second from 
the record he established last year, 
and Paul Forte had run away from 
the field in the century, making the 
amazing time of 9.9 seconds. 

Newton’s other firsts were collect- 
ed by Nate Heard, who boosted the 
shot 48 ft. 9i/4 in., the relay team, and 
Warren Wittens, who defended his 
title in the broad jump with a leap 
of 21 ft. 7 in. Elmer Ross trailed 
Ken Leahy of Everett in the fastest 
of the 440 trials, outrunning Jack 
Abels of Brookline, and placing sec- 
ond in the event. Frank Hines, a 
couple of strides back of the flying 
Forte in the dash final, was picked 
third, and Mark Messier added half 
a point with a fourth-place tie in the 
high jump. 

The highlight of the Class A meet, 
outside the performances of Wittens 
and Forte, was a record-breaking half- 
mile, with Harlan Woods of Malden 
defeating the great Frank Mascianica 
of Everett in 2m. 0.5s. Newton’s re- 
lay team defeated Brookline in a 
dual half-mile in the fastest time of 
the day. Paul Forte, Jerry Allen. Bud 
Muther and Warren Wittens brought 
Newton an easy victory in lm. 33.6s. . 
with Wittens stretching the lead at 
the finish to thirty yards. 

The pronunciamento of Prof. Owen 
which voided the splendid records of 
Forte and Wittens was as follows: 
"The tendency today is to favor the 
present-day athlete in record-breaking 
performances, but believe we should 
also protect the athlete of the past 
and of the future. I sincerely believed 
that there was a favoring wind in the 
dashes and the hurdles and accord- 
ingly. I refused to fallow records in 
these events.” At the time when Forte 
roared up the stretch yards ahead of 
the other sprinters, there was not 
enough wind to move the flag more 
than three feet from the field flagpole, 
but conditions were certainly more 
favorable than otherwise. The only 
other athlete to run better than 10 
seconds even in a high school century 
in the state in late years was Bob 
Ewing. Newton High flash of 1929, 
who hit 9.9 in a dual meet with Mil- 
ton Academy at Milton. Wittens was 
pushed by Robin Hartman of Brook- 
line through the first ninety yards of 
the hurdles, but Hartman stumbled 
over the third flight from home as the 
Newton ace ran his fastest champion- 
ship hurdle race. 


WALTHAM BEATS 

NEWTON NINE 9 TO 2 

After the rain clouds had lifted to 
allow Newton and Waltham to play 
hall Wednesday at Newtonville, the 
invaders proceeded to hammer out 
a 9-2 victory. Guido Cestoid! and Jim 
Tornabene did the pitching for New- 
ton, and a left-handed dealer named 
Stevens, who had been knocked off 
the mound in an earlier game with 
Newton this season, was the Watch- 
makers pitcher. Castoldl was relieved 
by Tornabene in the second inning, 
after he had nursed two Waltham 
runs across the plate with an assort- 
ment of six walks and two hits. 

Tornabene was found for three runs 
in the third inning on timely walks 
and hits. Lennie LeSourd singled, 
scoring two runs for Newton in the 
fifth, and for two innings the Jones 
team was in the ball game. John Kroi, 
who had six putouts in the field, also 
had three hits, two of them tliree- 
lmggers in the eighth and ninth, ac- 
counting for four runs more. Stevens 
struck out eight and gave six hits 
and one base on balls. Newton pit- 
chers fanned seven, walked ten and 
gave ten hits.

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President, Senate Make 

Treaties for Uncle Sam 

The Constitution of the United 
States. In defining the powers of the 
President, declares In Section 2 of 
Article II. that “he ahull have power, 
by and with the advice and consent 
of the senate, to make treaties, pro- 
vided two-thlnls of hte senators pres- 
ent concur." 

Under the original Interpretation of 
this section, observes a writer In the 
Cleveland Plain Dealer, the senate It- 
self undertook to share In the actnal 
treaty negotiations. The executive 
branch assumed the direction of for- 
eign affairs, however, and the first 
executive department to he created by 
congress was the Department of For- 
eign Affairs, which soon had Its name 
changed to the Department of State. 

It has been the practice ever since 
for the executive department to take 
the Initiative In treaty making (al- 
though It has sometimes acted at the 
suggestion of the sennte, or of both 
houses). Through the State depart- 
ment. representatives are named to 
conduct negotiations, and the treaty, 
when drawn up and approved by the 
President. Is submitted to the senate 
for ratification. 

The President, if he is not satisfied 
with the results of the negotiations, 
has the right to withhold a treaty from 
the senate, or hp has the right to with- 
draw It after submission. The sen- 
ate, on Its part, has the right to ac- 
cept or reject, or to make amendments 
or reservations. Not Infrequently the 
senate lias made amendments, and 
oftpn so radically as to make the 
treaty unacceptable to the other power. 


Wild Elephants Live in 

Communities or Parties 

In the wild state the elephants live 
In communities nr family parties which 
may number anything up to forty an- 
imals Herds of a hundred hnve been 
known, but are unusual In that 
strength. These herd9 remain togeth- 
er for years, and exist In a state of 
continuous friendship that Is rare 
among any other animals. Because 
of this fondness for company elephants 
are rarely kept solitary. 

In elephant country _Jhe natives will 
tell of “rogue’’ elephants and their do- 
ings. These animals travel alone for 
the 9lmple reason that they have 
made themselves objectionable to the 
community and hnve been driven out. 
They go savage and will charge men 
or other anlmnls on sight, trample 
crops, raid villages, and wreck huts. 
They remain a menace to the natives 
until hunted down and killed. Other 
elephnnts of the African species be- 
come solitary for a different reason. 

The tusks of elephants continue to 
grow through life, and the more aged 
find It difficult to cnrry the weight of 
200 pounds and more of Ivory and 
keep up with the younger members of 
the herd. They have to drop out and 
rake to the solitary life. — Montreal 
Herald. 


Friendly Trees 

On the edge of the vast African 
desert, where no grass or other vege- 
tables can grow, the date palm sup- 
plies the wants of the North African 
races to a wonderful extent, says a 
writer In Pearson’9 Weekly. Its ripe 
fruit Is delicious; camels feed on the 
stones; baskets, mats and brushes are 
made of the tree’s leaves, thread and 
rope from Its fibers, and a spirituous 
liquor from its sap. There is also the 
Travelers’ Palm, which grows In Mada- 
gascar. often In the most arid parts of 
the country far away from rivers. The 
thirsty traveler has only to pierce a 
leafy branch of the palm and at once 
he can obtain a pint of pure, cool 
water. 


Find No Elephant Graveyard* 

There Is the tradition In all elephant 
countries that the aged or sick animal 
senses the approach of death, and goes 
away to some secret sanctuary In the 
Jungle to die. Searches have been 
made time und again In Africa for 
these mortuary places, but always with- 
out success, says a writer In • the 
Montreal Herald. The object of the 
search Is the discovery of the Im- 
mense trensure of Ivory that Is sup- 
posed to hnve accumulated at the 
secret sanctuary.

the strength to be tender. (Some time 
ago I read a poem entitled “The As- 
cension" by Edwin Markham. In his 
I description of the journey out from 
J Jerusalem that morning he wrote, 
'“Near the green quiets of a little wood 
,The Master halted silently and stood. 
The figs were purpling, and a fledgling 
dove 

Had fallen from a windy hough above, 
And lay there crying feebly by a 
thorn, 

Its little body bruised and forlorn. 
He stept aside a moment, from the 
rest 

And put It safely back into the nest.” 
True, this is only a poet’s description. 
It may not be historically true. It may 
not he literally true. But it is indica- 
tively true. He had the strength to be 
tender.) His affection went out to all 
to gather them unto the truth of their 
spiritual manhood. One instance: 
You will remember that toward the 
end of his ministry it is recorded he 
said, "O Jerusalem. Jerusalem, thou 
that killest the prophets, and stonest 
them which are sent unto thee, how 
often would I have gathered thy chil- 
dren together, even as a hen gather- 
eth her chickens under her wings, and 
ye would not!” And all who would 
minister successfully to the sick to-day 
must have this Chrlstly affection. 

Jesus indicated another necessary 
qualification of the would-be helper of 
another in his story of the good Sam- 
aritan, the story of the stranger or 
outcast who so compassionately as- 
sisted a member of a race which usual- 
ly regarded him as an enemy. How 
compassionate should we be with 
those who are in distress. How pa- 
tient should we ever he with their 
doubts and fears, and how conscien- 
tiously should we endeavor to equip 
oursolves to remove them.

Artistic Exhibits 
Viewed By Many 

There was a large attendance at the 
Spring Flower Show of the Newton 
Centre Garden Club which was held 
at the Newton Centre Woman’s Club 
House on May 19th and 20th. Four- 
teen classes and the exhibits were un- 
usually beautiful and artistic. They 
were judged by parallel gradation, and 
awards were made for Individual ex- 
cellence rather than by competitive 
rating. 

The stage of the Auditorium was 
transformed into a “birch walk” with 
wild flowers bordering the path. Five 
large windows of the Hall held the 
window boxes. Four Sunday night 
buffet supper tables were shown by 
the West Newton, Auburndale, New- 
tonvllle, and Newton Garden Clubs. 
The table of the West Newton Club, 
with Chinese silver, pottery, and coral 
lilies, and the table of the Newton 
Club, with Italian pottery and old 
silver, attracted much favorable at- 
tention. The two classes of still life 
in flowers and fruit of the Rose family, 
and an arrangement of two or more 
kinds of material from the Heath fam- 
ily, had educational appeal in addi- 
tion to their beauty. The shadow box- 
es held three classes — flowers in the 
modern manner, tulips in wooden con- 
tainers, and leaf arrangement — some 
of these showing especial merit. 

A large stand held Class 9 tulips in 
combination with other spring flow- 
ers, and many handsome arrangements 
w'ere shown here on the stands where 
members of the Newton Centre Wom- 
an’s Club exhibited spring flowers in 
their favorite containers. 

The Reception Room of the Club 
House held living-room arrangements, 
tables, mantels and plain stands, and 
the ceramic exhibit and large collec- 
tion of very handsome pottery made 
by the Club, one showing a bowl in 
four stages, from the clay to the fin- 
ished product. Adjoining this was a 
large exhibit of specimen blooms, and 
hundreds of tulips of spring bulbs.

What They Did 
And Said At 
Swampscott 

It may sound very startling to 
state that at the end of the three-day 
session of the State Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, immediately follow- 
ing election, the new' officers were re- 
moved from Convention Hall in a 
truck! To be sure there was one 
contest for office, that of the fourth 
vice-presidency, but it was conduct- 
ed with the greatest decorum and 
courtesy. Far from being a shocking 
conclusion to the Annual Meeting, 
therefore, it was a most unusual and 
attractive feature, this exit from Con- 
vention Hall, of the highest officers of 
the State organization, seated in state 
in the huge truck that had been backed 
in skillfully to the head of the cen- 
tre aisle, and surrounded as they were 
by a bower of beautiful flowers that 
had been showered upon them by 
admiring and loyal clubwomen! 

Clubwomen crowded about to view 
the breath-takingly beautiful chariot, 
and to applaud and cheer and laugh 
with amusement as the new presi- 
dent, Mrs. John H. Kimball; the for- 
mer president, Mrs. Thomas J. Walk- 
er. and the vice-presidents, Mrs. Henry 
W. Hildreth, Mrs. David A. Westcott. 
Mrs. Herbert F. French and Mrs. Olaf 
Hoff, Jr., climbed precariously up the 
steps provided (as for a train) and 
took their places upou chairs in the 
truck, and were then banked with 
the flowers that had been presented 
to them ou the platform a short time 
before. Four members of the Meet- 
ings committee, of which Mrs. Charles 
R. Storey, of Brockton, is chairman, 
which committee was the mother of 
the bright idea so to convey the vast 
bouquets to the Hotel, for their own- 
ers, also were riders in the triumphal 
chariot. Flashlights gleamed as news 
photographers tried to record the 
charm of .this unusual scene. As the 
truck made its way down the steep- 
ly inclined platform to the road from 
the Hall, the directors, outgoing and 
incoming, and other officers, whose 
arms were tilled to overflowing with 
bouquets of roses, snapdragons, lil- 
ies, and every colorful flower that 
grows, it would seem, fell into step 
behind it, and the procession made its 
queenly way to the porte cochere of 
the hotel. (Among them were two 
Newton women, Mrs. John F. Capron, 
of Newton Centre, and Mrs. Benja- 
min D. Miller, of Waban, the outgo- 
ing and incoming directors of the 
Twelfth District.) Clubwomen lined 
up ou the roadside, ou the hotel steps, 
saluted them as they passed and ar- 
rived. And not the least interest- 
ing was that Club husbands and moth- 
ers, waiting in automobiles in front 
of the hotel, had the pleasure of see- 
ing this colorful parade come directly 
toward them! 

This arrival at the hotel had the add- 
ed advantage, too, of prolonging the ef- 
fective climax, so that officers entered 
the New Ocean House between rows of 
clubwomen still paying homage, and 
to be greeted affectionately and mer- 
rily inside the hotel corridors, instead 
of experiencing something of an anti- 
climax in their sedate return to the 
hotel, after the great crowd of women 
who had paid them tribute at Conven- 
tion Hall had disbanded and dis- 
persed. 

To go back to the events of Thurs- 
day morning, the 21st, which led up 
to the presentation of flowers and 
gifts to outgoing and incoming offi- 
cers, it was not only a very beauti- 
ful sight to view the ushers, dressed 
in white — members of the Meetings 
committee — bearing these brilliant flo- 
ral tributes, it was also a period of 
emotion in appreciation of what these 
outpourings signified. So many were 
the bouquets it became necessary for 
a “mysterious request’’, as Mrs. Wal- 
ker playfully termed it, for club- 
women wearing white coats to go 
to the buck of the room, where they 
were drafted to assist the Members 
committee, which found the task of 
carrying so many flowers beyond their 
number. 

And then they came from the buck 
of Convention Hall to the platform, 
uud the name upon the card was 
spoken, which was the signal for the 
officer or director or chairman to step 
forward. Hardly could many of them 
carry the lovely bouquets, and tho 
white-wrapped packages of candy and 
gifts. Tin* "usher” presenting the 
gift in many coses gave a cleverly 
worded message, such as: “From San- 
ta Claus," in handing out a white- 
wrapped package, or “Merry Christ- 
mas’’; or ilmngiiig the name of the 
same person, from formal murried 
name to the more familiar “Maud,” or 
“Maria,” or “Bess,” which brought a 
quick laugh from all who heard. 


Tho platform was a bower of roses 
of every hue; of gorgeous flowers, 
bouquets and baskets, artistic in ex- 
quisite colors, and with decorative 
ribbons. 

And still to go back a step when 
Mrs. John H. Kimball accepted the 
gavel — sign of her new high honor 
and place as leader of the State Fed- 
eration of Women's Clubs— from the 
outgoing president, Mrs. Walker. With 
her always ready wit and easy grace 
of speech, Mrs. Walker paid her suc- 
cessor tribute for her qualifications; 
her wiBe Judgment, her invaluable ex- 
perience, but she added the words 
that made her audience gasp: 

"She will always go us all one bet- 
ter. You will discover this in the 
next two years. She has today. She 
has two husbands here!” She had to 
pause for the murmur of dismay and 
wonderment that swept the room. 
“One is named Mr. Kimball. And one 
is named Mr. Walker.” Again she had 
to wait for the relieved laughter to 
subside. And then she added: “But 
Mr. Walker did not come here today 
to see his wife pass out. He came to 
see his good friend Maria (Mrs. Kim- 
ball) come in!” 

Amazement certainly changed then 
to merriment! 

Yes, Mr. Kimball and Mr. Walker 
were there to view this final gala, 
thrilling scene. And Mrs. Kimball’s 
daughter, too, Miss Louise Gray Kim- 
ball. They were seated with the club- 
women from Danvers, Maria Gray 
Kimball’s own home town clubwomen, 
who have seen her climb the ladder of 
club office, and who stood and waved 
lovely sprays of lilacs above their 
heads, and sang a delightful little 
personal song pledging their loyalty, 
as Mrs. Walker handed her the gavel. 

If is these little personal tributes 
that touch the heart and start the 
tears in one of these moments ot 
changing officers, when flowers and 
gifts and thronging friends who have 
come to show their friendship make 
these women who have served with I 
hard and faithful work realize that ' 
while they served they have won 
their way to the affections of their 
district clubwomen. 

The delegates not only were great- 
ly interested in Mrs. Kimball’s induc- 
tion into office, and in her simple but { 
effective speech — in which she urged 
remembrance of the welfare of the 
State Federation as the next years 
pass, whatever individual differences 
of opinion; and in which she ad- 
dressed as well as the Federation 
members, her own family, whom she 
humorously declared "must be long 
suffering” because of the new respon- 
sibilities she had assumed — but they 
were frankly keenly eager to learn 
the outcome of the vote upon the 
one contested office, that of the 
fourth vice-president. The Nominat- 
ing committee had presented for this 
office the name of Mrs. J. Anton de- 
Haas, president of the Belmont Wom- 
an's Club, wife of the Harvard pro- 
fessor who has lectured before wom- 
en’s clubs on many occasions recent- 
ly. The delegates from the western 
part of the State expressed the opinion 
that their section should be repre- 
sented on the ballot. Since 1930 no 
vice-presidents have been selected 
from the western section, when Mrs. 
Azel A. Packard (now Mrs. John Van 
Etten Westfall), of Springfield, retired 
as president. The name of Mrs. Olaf 
Hoff, Jr., of Turners Falls, whose 
term as District Director for the Fif- 
teenth District, was just expiring, was 
put in nomination from the floor. 

She was given a great ovation when ! 
presented by Mrs. Walker as elected, i 
Of 719 accredited delegates vot- i 
ing. she was victorious with 563 votes, j 
while about a fourth as many, namely 
131. voted for Mrs. deHaas. Mrs. Hoff i 
made a most pleasing appearance j 
i when she expressed her appreciation 
by her modesty, gentleness, kindness, 
and yet quite evident ability. Very j 
tactfully she began: “I think I was j 
elected as the “Spirit of the West. 
It’s a very humble person whom you 
have chosen as your fourth vice-pres- 
ident.” And then she gained a laugh 
when she continued: “You may not 
believe it, but I go to church regularly. 

I was brought up a Scotch Presbyte- 
rian,” with which statement she went 
on to make her point of how she 
worked out her problems while at 
church (by spiritual inspiration), and 
what she hoped to give of her best 
to the Federation, as a work of love. 
She paid tribute to the ability and 
good sportsmanship of her opponent, 
Mrs. deHaas, and wisely made her 
point of an impersonal contest. 

Mrs. Hoff was graduated from Cor- 
nell University, as was also her hus- 
band, in 1913, specializing in the arts 
and sciences. She received her de- 
gree of Bachelor of Arts. She has 
worked actively with the Extension Ser- 
vice Council of Franklin County for 
three years and she has been active- 
ly affiliated, also, with the Girl Scouts.

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prevention and correction, presented 
facts on the Pntmnn-Robinson Act, 
which caused the delegates to endorse 
unanimously the recommendation she 
offered, requesting President Roosevelt 
to name an Emergency Committee to 
study this bill now pending beforo 
Congress. Mrs. Fraim declared that 
it would increase the cost of food- 
stuffs alone probably $760,000,000; and 
that it would prevent large chain 
stores from receiving discounts which 
the smaller dealer can not get, thus 
requiring the larger dealers to in- 
crease their retail rates. 

This caused Mrs. Lawson to ex- 
claim: “It would seem that the con- 
sumer is the ‘forgotten man' of the 
Patman Bill. I believe that it is fit- 
ting that the consumer’s side of the 
bill be presented I” 

The clubwomen were deeply touched 
by an appeal from the Princess Tsahai, 
of Addis Ababa, to the women of the 
world for their aid in preventing the 
use of poison gas in the Italo-Ethio- 
pian war. It was answered by the 
Federation with a cable sent to Ethi- 
opia saying: “General Federation 
Women’s Clubs respond to your ap- 
peal for peace.” 

“Peace never will be handed to any 
people on a platter,” declared Miss 
Alves Long of St. Louis, Mo., chair- 
man of the Federation’s International 
Relations Department. “Peace can 
only come through intelligent, con- 
certed action.” 

Miss Long made an impassioned 
plea for the women to organize their 
efforts to banish war from the world 
through education in the art of liv- 
ing together harmoniously in a world 
community. 

“This means finding a peaceful so- 
lution to the common economic and 
political problems now threatening to 
engulf the world in the catastrophe 
of another war. 

“Women are rejecting such out- 
worn phrases as ‘war is inevitable’ 
and ‘you can’t change human nature,’ 
and are saying instead, ‘war ought to 
be abolished.’ ” 

“Women are seeking to educate 
themselves and their communities in 
the knowledge that war is not the 
way of salvation for overpopulated 
countries.” 

Bertha Howe, high school girl of 
Baker. Ore., was awarded first prize 
of $25 in an essay contest sponsored 
by the International Relations de- 
partment. on “The Truth About the 
World Court,” Miss Long announced. 
Honorable mention was given to Flor- 
amas Hull of Pratt. Kans., and to 
Myrtle Howard of Augusta, Ga. 

In the competition open to club- 
women. Mrs. Orville Anderson of Ire- 
land, 111., was awarded a trip to the 
1937 Conference for her paper on the 
“Cause and Cure of War.” Mrs. E. 
K. Bowman of Helena, Mont., and 
Mrs. George L. Newlin of Lawrence. 
Kans., were given honorable mention. 

Mrs. Poole, vice-chairman of the de- 
partment of International Relations, 
was one of their speakers. Among 
her outstanding points, she pictuiedj 
the present age as one to challenge 
courage and ingenuity to the limit. 

“Small incomes, uncertain employ- 
ment, congested areas, and mounting 
costs, make the establishment and 
maintenance of home-making and 
child-rearing an adventure fraught 
with major perplexities and prob 
lems." Mrs. Poole declared. 

"Pioneers of sturdy stock, mental 
clarity, and moral courage are need- 
ed for the task,” she continued. 

The interesting announcement was 
made that the American Women’s 
Club in Denmark has recently joined 
the Federation. Ruth Bryan Owen. 
American Minister to Denmark, is 
honorary president. Mrs. Margaret 
Tovborg Jenson, of Copenhagen, is 
president. 

A delightful hour of music was 
given to the visiting clubwomen by the 
Miami Music Club, from 4:30 to 5:30 
Tuesday afternoon, a refreshing pro- 
gram for its beauty and appeal. The 
Music Club had the inspiration to give 
Florida Composers this entertainment 
of the guests. 

Equally enjoyable — and unusual — 
was the dinner for officers, directors, 
and Juniors at the Pan-American Air- 
port. The tables featured a red, 
white, and blue motif, with covers 
marked with miniature airplanes and 
tropical fish. After dinner. Junior Tro- 
pical Night was staged in the Bilt- 
more Pool Stadium, in an “Aquatic” 
program. Greetings were brought by 
Juniors from Florida, Iowa, Indiana, 
and Vermont, and Miss Ruth V. Grif- 
fin represented Massachusetts. Olym- 
pic swimmers delighted the audience 
in an unusual feature presentation, 
vying with the music of drum and bu- 
gie corps, school cadets, and an Har- 
moni t Band that gave stirring mu- 
sic for “youth”. 

At the Airport dinner, there was 
real interest in the appearance of 
Miss Lena Madesin Phillips, an edi- 
tor of Pictorial Review, who spoke. 
And Mrs. Poole who spoke later at 
the hotel on “Far Horizons.” waB 
welcomed with keen interest likewise. 
Her keynote might he quoted as fol- 
lows, bringing out “Right Thinking": 

"As a nation we are rapidly becom- 
ing insurance conscious. There is 
one kind, really the most important 
and best paying of all, that every life 
needs. Tills insurance plots the di- 
rection of our everyday living: it 
builds and strengthens our charac- 
ters: it insures us the ability to meet 
every crisis of life and to come 
through victoriously nnd gloriously. 
No life can really be called complete 
and successful without it. Its name, 
ethical and religious living. It’s fusli- 
ionahle these days to say wo believe 
in nothing, hut uo greater untruth 
was ever uttered. The fact wo live 
and plan and achieve is proof of our 
belief in something. And it is just us 
easy to believe in the things of the 
spirit as in the thingH of the flesh, 
once the habit of right thinking is es- 
tablished.”
